minor child not theirs by birth, and for a change of the name 
of such child. A written consent must be given to such adop- 
tion by the child, if of the age of sixteen years, and by each 
of his or her living legal’ parents who is not hopelessly in- 
sane, habitually intemperate, or has not abandoned such child 
for a period of six months, or has not voluntarily surrendered 
the eare and custody of such child to another for a period of 
two years or over, which fact of such insanity, intemperance, 
abandonment or surrender shall be found by the judge at the 
time of hearing the petition and such finding noted in the 
order. lf the parents are unknown or have so abandoned or 
surrendered said child, such consent to adoption shall be 
signed by the legal guardian of sueh child, or if there be no 
legal guardian, then the court may appoint some suitable per- 
son to aet in the proeceedings as the next friend of the child; 
provided, however, that no hearing upon a petition for adop- 
tion, where the written consent of each of the living parents 
has not been obtained, shall be had until each non-eonsenting 
parent shall have had due notice, actual or constructive, as 
hereinafter provided, of the time and place of hearing.

But if the 
party applying for a divoree shall not insist upon a divorce 
from the bond of matrimony, a divorce only from bed and 
board shall be granted, and the relations of the parties after 
such divorce shall be regulated by the existing laws concern-

ing separation. 
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Section 2. Chapter 167 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1915, is hereby amended by adding four new sections thereto 
to be designated as Sections 2932A, 2932B, 29320 and 2932D 
and to read as follows:

2. Establish rules for its proceedings;

them, upon such terms as to remuneration for such employment 
as the board shall deem proper; provided, however, that such 
employment shall in no ease be allowed to interfere with the 
academic studies of the pupils so employed; and provided fur- 
ther, that such employment shall always be under the direct su- 
pervision of the superintendent or teacher of the school to which 
the pupil so employed shall belong. 


“Section 7B. All moneys, the net proceeds of the labor of 
pupils provided for under section 7A of this Act, shall be de- 
posited by the board in a special fund to the credit of the school 
by the pupils of whieh, such earnings are made, or be deposited 
in a bank in trust for sueh pupil during his or her minority. 

“The board shall open an account with each individual pu- 
pil of such school on the books of the school, and shall credit 
each such account with such portion of the special fund to be 
distributed as the board shall deem fair and just, considering 
all the eireumstances of the case including services rendered 
either to the school or in the industrial, agrieultural or me- 
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chanical pursuits referred to in section TA of this Act, the 
conduct of the pupil and the length of time such pupil shall 
have been an inmate of such school. 

“At any time during the residence of a pupil at the school, 
the superintendent may, for good cause to be noted by him or 
her in writing in the record of the pupil, allow the pupil to draw 
` the whole or any part of the money then standing to his or her 
credit in his or her account, the receipt for any such money 
withdrawn to be countersigned by the superintendent. On the 
discharge of any pupil, the whole of the money then standing 
to the eredit of such pupil on the books of the school shall be 
paid to him or her. 

“Tt shall be the duty of the board, during the month of Jan- 
uary of each year to file with the governor a complete statement 
of the receipts and expenditures gf said special fund. 


“Section TC. All moneys now in the possession or under the

Whenever any 
such nuisance, foul or noxious odors, gases or vapors, water in 
which mosquito larvae breed, source of filth, or cause of sick- 
ness or disease, shall be found on private property, the said board 
shall cause notice to be given to the owner or owners to remove 
and abate the same at his or their own expense within such rea- 
sonable time as the board may deem proper; a duplicate of the 
notice so given shall be left with one or more of the tenants or 
occupants of the premises; if the premises be unoccupied, notice 
shall be mailed to the last known place or residence to the owner 
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or owners if residing in the Territory; if the owner resides out 
of the Territory or cannot be reached with notice speedily, 
notice left at the house or posted on the premises shall be deemed 
sufficient, and if the owner or owners thus notified shall not 
comply with such notification or order of the board of health, 
or its agent, within the time specified, the board or its agent, 
may apply to the district court of the district in which the 
property is situated for an order authorizing said department 
to execute and carry out the provisions of said notice or for an 
order to abate such nuisance and remove, destroy or prevent the 
cause of such foul or noxious odors, gases or vapors, water in 
which mosquito larvae breed, source of filth, or cause of sick- 
ness or disease, or other thing detrimental to publie health, and 
said board shall have a right to recover by appropriate proceed- 
ings the expenses ineurred by it in such abatement, removal, de-

maomao, manini, iao, aholehole, opae, hinana, oopunopili, 
oopu-nakea, kole, iheihe, mamamo, paoo, ohua-palemo, ohua- 
aliko, malolo, akilolo, hahalalu, akule, piha, alaihi, uu, ahaaha, 
puili, alalaua, aweoweo, upapalu, puhi, uiui, maikoiko, aloiloi, 
aalaheo, pakii, gold-fish and eat-fish.

priated from the general revenues of the Territory, to be im- 
mediately deposited with the treasury as a continuing deposit 
to be known as the “Animal Industry Revolving Fund.” 
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Sxcrion 2. Withdrawals may be made from time to time 
from the animal industry revolving fund by the board of ag- 
riculture and forestry for the purehase of supplies of pre-

Secrron 2. The commissioner of publie lands is hereby

Section 1. Section 61 of Chapter 9 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii, 1915, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


"Section 61. Registration and reregistration of voters. No 
person shall be entitled to vote at any election, primary, general, 
territorial municipal or otherwise, or to be listed upon any 
eounty or city and eounty general register, or upon any pre- 
cinet list after July 1, 1919, who shall fail to register, com- 
meneing from and after July 1, 1919, with the formalities, 
and subject to the restrietions and qualifications required by 
law as of an original registration." 


Section 2. Section 66 of Chapter 9 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii, 1915, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 66. Change of residence. Any elector who shall 
change his residence from one precinct to another, after regis- 
tration in any gencral county register, may register again in 
such register under the proper precinct, and the clerk shall 
erase the former registration by drawing one or more lines 
through the name and signature of such elector as previously 
registered and enter his own signature and the date of such 
erasure with red ink on the same line; provided, that no such 
registration shall be allowed on account of any change of 
residence made within three months before an election unless 
from one precinct to another within the same representative 


district.” 
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Srction 3. Two new sections are hereby added to Chapter 
9 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, to be known re- 
spectively, as Section 66A and Section 66B, and to read as 
follows: 


“Section 66A. The clerk shall, within sixty days after every 
general election in the manner prescribed in Section 66, erase 
the names and signatures of any elector failing to vote at such 
election. Any elector, whose name has been erased from such 
register by reason of his failure to vote at such general elec- 
tion, may at any time have his name restored in such register 
by presenting himself to the clerk of the county and again 
affix his signature to the register, or by making application to 
the clerk in writing that his name be so restored in such 
register. Such application when made in writing shall be 
signed by the applicant in two separate places in such man- 
ner that one of such signatures may be cut from such appli- 
cation and pasted by the clerk in the general county register. 
The clerk shall compare such signature with the signature of 
such elector as previously registered, and if found by him not 
to be similar, he may require such application to be supported 
by the affidavits of at least three electors that they know the 
applicant and that his signature to said application is genuine. 
The county clerk shall prepare and furnish, upon application, 
blank forms of such applications and affidavits. The signatures 
of all such electors so restored in such register shall be affixed 
and entered in the same manner provided in section 63 and 
section 65 of the registration of electors. 


“Section 66B. No person shall be allowed to register in 
any county who has been registered as a voter in any other 
county during the current registration period without producing 
a certificate from the clerk of the county of last registration 
that the name of said person has been stricken, at the request’ 
of such person, from the general county register of such former 
county of registration; provided that no such change of regis- 
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tration shall be allowed between the date of a primary election. 
and the immediately succeeding general election as to any per- 
son who exercised the privilege of voting at such primary." 


Section 4. Section 68 of Chapter 9, Revised Laws of 
Hawaii, 1915, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 68. Closing register; list of electors. At mid- 
night immediately preceding the second Wednesday before each 
general election, and third Wednesday before each special 
or primary election, the general eounty register shall be closed 
to registration and remain elosed until after such election, sub- 
ject to change only as provided in section 64. Immediately 
upon the elosing of the general eounty register, the clerk shall 
proceed to prepare a list of all electors in each precinct 
separately.

Such lists, when completed, shall, at least 
three days before the day of any election, be transmitted by 
the clerk to the chairman of the inspectors of election of the 
appropriate precincts.”

Srcrion 1. Section 9 of Act 115 of the Session Laws of 
1917 is hereby amended by amending subsections (2), (4) 
and (6) and by adding a new subsection, designated as sub- 
section (7) so that the said subsections shall read as follows: 


“(2). All domestic or foreign insurance companies or so- 
cieties transacting business in this Territory shall at all times 
have one or more known places of business therein and a 
designated and authorized agent present upon whom process 
may be served in all cases, and the name and business address 
of such agent shall be filed in the office of the commissioner. 
Process may be served on such designated agent until such time 
as the agent’s authority shall be revoked by a notice in writing 
filed in the office of the insurance commissioner, by personal 
service on such agent or by leaving a certified copy of such 
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process at the business address of such agent as filed in the 
office of the insurance commissioner. 

“In ease a corporation is designated as such agent, service 
of process may be had by serving the same upon the president, 
vice-president, secretary, treasurer, or any director thereof; 
and in ease a firm is designated as such agent, service of 
process may be had by serving the same upon any member 
thereof. 


*(4). Every process left with the commissioner shall be in 
triplicate. He shall return the original or one copy with his 
certificate of service, which shall be accepted as proof of 
service of such process. One copy he shall forward at once 
by mail to the company or society addressed to its principal 
office and the remaining copy he shall file in his office. For 
the purpose of fixing the location of the principal office within 
the meaning of this subsection the company shall file with 
the commissioner a written statement setting forth the loca- 
tion and post office address of such principal office and such 
location and post office address shall continue to be the location 
and address of the company for the purposes of this sub- 
section until changed by a similar statement in writing and 
filed with the commissioner. 


*(6). The provisions of chapter 186 of the Revised Laws 
of Hawaii, 1915, and any amendments thereto, shall have no 
applieation to insurance corporations. 


*(7). In addition, all foreign insurance companies and 
societies shall file with the commissioner a good and suffieient 
bond signed by the company or society as principal, with one 
or more sureties to be approved by the commissioner, and 
running to said commissioner and his successors in office, in 
the sum of twenty-five hundred dollars ($2500.00) with con- 
dition that the surety or sureties on such bond shall be an- 
swerable in the amount of said bond for all judgments, de- 
erees or orders given, made or rendered against the principal 
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on said bond by any court of this Territory for the payment 
of money. 

“In ease of any breach of the condition of any such bond, 
the commissioner may, and upon demand and receipt of satis- 
factory assurance for the payment of costs, shall enforce said 
bond either in his own name or in the name of any person 
as obligee therein by appropriate proceedings in any court of 
competent jurisdiction for the use and benefit of any person 
injured by such breach.” 


Secrion 2. Section 11 of Act 115 of the Session Laws of 
1917 is hereby amended by amending paragraph (e) of sub- 
section (1) and paragraph (a) of subsection (2) and adding 
a new paragraph to subsection (2), designated as paragraph 
(e) so that said paragraphs shall read as follows: 


"(e). Submit to a personal examination of its affairs by 
the commissioner which he may waive if there is filed with 
him a certified copy of an examination made within five 
years by some insurance department of the United States, or 
by other authority satisfactory to the commissioner. 

“(a). File a certificate, satisfactory to the commissioner, 
made by the insurance department of the state, district or 
territory where such corporation or society is organized, that 
said corporation or society is there organized and authorized 
to transact the kind of insurance that it seeks to transact in 
this Territory, which certificate shall also state the date on 
which said company was last examined and by whom it was 
examined. 

*(e). All copies of charters, articles of incorporation or 
association, by-laws, and resolutions necessary to be filed under 
the provisions of sections 2 and 11 of this Act as a pre- 
requisite for the granting of certificates of authority to com- 
panies and societies, shall be considered by the commissioner 
as sufficient for a renewal of the certificate of authority and 
need not be filed annually. Provided, however, that in case any 
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amendments or changes shall be made in the charter, articles 
of incorporation, or association, or by-laws, a certificate showing 
such amendments shall forthwith be filed with the commis- 
sioner and failure to do so within one hundred and twenty 
(120) days after such amendments or changes have been made 
shall subject the company to the penalty provided for by sub- 
section (1) of section 55 of this Act.” 


Section 3. Section 37 of Act 115 of the Session Laws of 
1917 is hereby amended by amending subsections (1) and 
(2); and paragraph (b) of subsection (3), subparagraph (7) 
of paragraph (b) of subsection (3) so as to read as follows: 


“(1). From and after the first day of January, 1918, the 
standard fire insurance policy of the state of New York, as 
authorized and on file in the office of the superintendent of 
insurance of the state of New York on the first day of Jan- 
uary, 1918, is hereby established as the standard form of fire 
insurance policy for the Territory of Hawaii, and after said 
date no fire insurance poliey shall be issued in the Territory 
of Hawaii in any other than such standard form with such 
additions as are allowed by the terms of this Act; provided, 
that nothing herein shall affect the validity of any policy other- 
wise valid or of any claim thereunder against an insurance 
company; and provided, further, that this subsection shall not 
refer to or include policies written upon automobiles. 


*(2). The insurance commissioner shall at the earliest 
practicable date procure from the superintendent of insurance 
for the state of New York a certified copy of said standard 
form which he shall at all times keep on file in his office. 


“(b). Conform to the wording of the standard form on 
file in his office except as provided in section 48 of this Act 
and except as follows: 


*(T). A company shall print or stamp upon polieies issued 
in compliance with the preceding provisions the words ‘New 
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York Standard Form of 1918’ or ‘Standard Fire Insurance 
Policy of the State of New York, 1918.’ ” 


Section 4. Section 48 of Act 115 of the Session Laws of 
1917 is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 48. Information to be given to insured; notice. 
Every fire insurance policy covering property situated in the 
Territory of Hawaii shall have printed on the back thereof 
in type not smaller than long primer or ten-point roman faced, 
the following notice: 


. ‘Notice 
‘Required by Hawaii Insurance Law. 


‘Upon request made to the agent issuing this policy, the in- 
sured under this policy, or his representative, shall be 
promptly furnished with: 


a. A detailed statement of the rate or rates at which this 
policy is written ; 

b. Suggestions, if any, whereby the rate or rates charged 
in this policy may be decreased; and 


c. A copy of a survey of the property covered by this pol- 
icy, if such a survey is on file either in the office of the agent 
issuing this policy, or of a rate making bureau of which such 
agent is a member.’ " 


Section 5. Section 58 of Act 115 of the Session Laws of 
1917 is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 58. Fees and taxes. The commissioner shall re- 
quire payment in advance of the following fees: 


For filing articles of incorporation, or certified copies of

AN ACT RELATING TO TIE APPOINTMENT OF A COMMISSION

Whereas, Act 115 of the Session Laws of Hawaii, 1917, 
contains certain references to mutual and fraternal benefit 
societies which are indefinite as to their real intent and pur- 
poses, in that conflicting opinions prevail as to the applica- 
bility of said Act, or any part thereof, to mutual and fraternal 
benefit societies; and 
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Wuereas, it is deemed desirable that such mutual and fra- 
ternal benefit societies be regulated and controlled by law, 
properly applicable to such mutual and fraternal benefit socie- 
ties; and 


Wuereas, it is deemed advisable to investigate all the meth- 
ods and phases of operation governing said mutual and fra- 
ternal benefit societies with a view to ascertain the character 
of legislation which may best apply to such mutual and fra- 
ternal benefit societies, doing or admitted to do business in the 
Territory of Hawaii; now, thercfore, 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Section 1. The governor of llawaii is hereby authorized 
to appoint a commission consisting of five members, to be 
known as the “Mutual and Fraternal Benefit Societies Com- 
mission,” two members to be selected from officers or members 
of mutual or fraternal benefit socicties doing business in the 
Territory, one member to be the insurance commissioner of the 
Territory of Hawaii, one member to be the attorney general 
of the Territory of Hawaii, and one other member, all of 
whom shall serve without pay. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of said commission to 
thoroughly examine the subject of mortuary benefits payable 
and provided for by any corporation, society or voluntary asso- 
ciation organized and carried on for the sole benefit of its 
members and their beneficiaries, and not for profit, and mak- 
ing provision for the payment of benefits in case of sickness, 
disability or death of its members, or disability or death of 
its members’ wives or children, subject to the compliance with 
its constitution and by-laws, the fund from which the payment 
of such benefits shall be made, and the fund from which the 
expenses of such socicty shall be defrayed being derived from 
assessments or dues collected from its members, and the pay- 
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ment of death benefits being made to the families, heirs, blood 
relatives or persons named by its members as their benefi- 
ciaries. 


Sxcrion 3. It shall be the duty of said commission, having 
made such investigation as provided for in the second section 
of this Aet, to report to the legislature of the Territory of 
Hawaii at the next succeeding session thereof, its findings and 
recommendations as to any additions or alterations that may, 
in its opinion, be necessary or desirable to make in the insur- 
ance laws of the Territory of Hawaii relating to such societies 
or institutions as are described in the second section of this 
Act. 


Srorrow 4. Until such report shall be made as provided in 
the third seetion of this Aet, and action thereon shall be 
taken, by the legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, any cor- 
poration, society or voluntary association organized and carried 
on for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries, 
and not for profits, and making provision for the payment of 
benefits in case of sickness, disability or death of its members, 
or disability or death of its members’ wives or children, sub- 
ject to the compliance with its constitution and by-laws, the 
fund from which the payment of such benefits shall be made 
and the fund from which the expenses of such society shall be 
defrayed being derived from assessments or dues collected from 
its members, and the payment of death benefits being made 
to the families, heirs, blood relatives or persons named by its 
members as their beneficiaries, shall be declared to be, for the 
purpose of this Act, a mutual benefit society; and such society 
or association shall be and is hereby exempt from the pro- 
visions of insurance laws of the Territory. 


Section 5. All laws and parts of laws inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 
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Secrron 6. This Act shall take effect upon the date of its 
approval.

AN ACT PROVIDING ror THE ESTABLISHMENT AXD MAIN- 
TENANCE OF A HOME For FEEBLE-MINDED PERSONS, AND 
FOR CoMMITMENT AND ADMISSION THERETO. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Srorion 1. There is hereby created a board of commission- 
ers for the home for feeble-minded, consisting of five members, 
to be appointed by the governor as provided by section 80 of 
the Organie Act. The commissioners shall select a chairman 
from among their own number, and shall serve without com- 
pensation. 

The commissioners shall hold office for three years; except 
when the board is first constituted, two members shall be ap- 
pointed for three years, two for two years, and one for one 
year. 


Srcrron 2. Said board of commissioners shall have author- 
ity to establish and maintain a home for the feeble-minded, 
said home to be conducted on the “farm colony” plan; to 
erect suitable cottages or dormitories, dining halls and kitch- 
ens, school rooms, workshops, barns, outhouses, and such other 
buildings as shall be found necessary or advisable; provided, 
however, that in effecting the organization of the home no ex- 
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penditures shall be made nor any liabilities be incurred with- 
out first having obtained the consent and approval of the gov- 
ernor of the Territory of Hawaii. 


Srecrton 3. Said board of commissioners shall have author- 
ity to prescribe all rules and regulations for the management 
of the institution, to appoint a superintendent, who shall be 
qualified to assume the care and instruction of the feeble- 
minded, and all other officers, teachers, attendants, and other 
employees, to fix their salaries, to remove them for proper 
cause, and to perform such other aets as are necessary for the 
proper eonduct and maintenance of the home. 


Srcrr0N 4. The following persons, if not insane, are held 
to be feeble-minded: Those that are so mentally deficient that 
they are incapable of managing themselves and their affairs 
independently, with ordinary prudence or of being taught to do 
so, and who require supervision, control, and care, for their 
own welfare, for the welfare of others, or for the welfare of 
the community. 


Secrion 5. Any feeble-minded or epileptie person residing 
in the Territory of Hawaii is entitled to admission to the 
home for the feeble-minded, subject to the provisions of sec- 
tion 7 of this Act, and to such reasonable rules and regulations 
as may be made by the board of commissioners. 


Section 6. Any person found by a court of competent jur- 
isdietion to be feeble-minded may be committed to said home, 
and all proceedings for the commitment, detention, parole, and 
release of feeble-minded persons shall be in the form and man- 
ner as now provided or shall hereafter be provided for the 
commitment, detention, parole, and release of the insane, ex- 
cept as in this Act modified. 


Secrron 7. A parent, guardian, or person liable for the 
support of any person committed to the home, as provided by 
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section 6 of this Act, must pay such sums as are ordered to be 


paid by the eourt at the time of commitment or at subsequent 
times. 


Secrion 8. The board of commissioners shall have author- 
ity to enter into agreements with the parents or guardians of 
feeble-minded persons not committed to the home by a court, 
to assume the care, custody, and training of such feeble- 
minded persons at the home, and to fix the rate that said 
parents or guardians shall pay for such care and training. 


Section 9. "The superintendent of said home may, when 
authorized by said board of commissioners, parole or dis- 
charge any inmate, if it appears that said inmate will be 
properly cared for or that his detention is no longer necessary 
for his own welfare or the safety of the publie. 


Srorr0N 10. (a) The ease of a dependent or delinquent 
child before a juvenile court may be adjourned if it appears 
to the court on the testimony of a qualified physician or psy- 
chologist or other evidenee that the child is feeble-minded, and 
the court may commit the child to the home for the feeble- 
minded. 

(b) On the conviction of a person of a crime, misdemeanor, 
or on a child being found liable to be sent to an industrial 
school or other institution, the court, if satisfied on the evi- 
dence of a qualified physician or psychologist or on other 
evidence that the person or child is feeble-minded, may sus- 
pend sentence and commit said person or child to the home for 
the feeble-minded. 


Secrion 11. "There is hereby appropriated out of any mon- 
eys in the treasury of the Territory of lawaii, not otherwise 
appropriated, the sum of sixty thousand dollars ($60,000.00) 
to be expended as provided in section 2 of this Act, and for 
the maintenance of the said home for the biennial period 
1919-1921. 
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Section 12. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

Section 2. Section 1996 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1915, is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 


“Section 1996. Regulations, forfeiture. No male or female 
person under the age of eighteen vears shall be permitted to be 
or remain in or about any premises where licensed billiard or 
pool tables are had and operated, and no intoxicating liquor 
shall be allowed, furnished or possessed in such premises. In 
addition to these conditions the treasurer of each county or 
city and county shall have power to prescribe other regulations 
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for the keeping of billiard or pool tables and bowling alleys 
as he may deem necessary for the publie good. 

“Any person violating the above conditions or any of the reg- 
ulations so prescribed, shall be fined not more than two hun- 
dred and fifty dollars, and shall, in the discretion of the court, 
suffer a forfeiture of his license.”

“Section 297. Salary schedule. The department of public 
instruction is authorized, empowered, and directed to prepare 
a salary schedule to cover the compensation to be paid all 
teachers, supervisors, and principals. Such schedule shall be 
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based upon a classification of schools, classification of teach- 
ers’ certificates, and length of service; provided, however, that 
the schedule as to salaries of principals and supervisors shall 
be based also upon the number of teachers under their direc- 
tion. Such schedule, when approved by the governor, and pub- 
lished at least three times in some newspaper of general cir- 
culation printed and published in Honolulu, shall have the 
force and effect of law. Such schedule may, from time to 
time, with like approval, and publication, be altered, amended, 
or revised. All salaries of teachers, supervisors and princi- 
pals shall be paid according to such schedule. The total num- 
ber of teachers, exclusive of vocational teachers, supervisors 
and such principals who do not teach but who may be con- 
tinuously employed by the department in any one year, shall 
not excecd one for every thirty-five pupils enrolled in the pub- 
lic schools at the time of the highest enrollment during the 
preceding year, plus an estimated inerease of not more than 
five per centum (5%) in such enrollment after September 
first of the current year. Provided, however, that the monthly 
pay-roll of teachers, supervisors and principals, shall not ex- 
ceed the sum of one hundred and eighteen thousand dollars 
($118,000.00) per month, plus eighty-five dollars ($85.00) 
additional for every thirty-five children of school age above an 
enroliment of the publie schools in exeess of thirty-six thou- 
sand. And the treasurer of the Territory, in making up his 
estimates of funds necessary to be raised out of the real and 
personal propertv taxes to meet such monthly payroll shall 
take into consideration the estimated increase of not more than 
five per centum (5%) in the enrollment as aforesaid, after 
September first of the current year and the consequent increase 
in the number of teachers and in the amount of said payroll 
which will be necessary.” 


Section 2. All laws and parts of laws inconsistent with 
this Act are hereby repealed. 
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Section 3. This Act shall take effect on September 1,

AN ACT ro AMEND CHAPTER 50 or yug Revisep Laws oF 
Hawan, 1915, RELATING TO STORAGE or EXPLOSIVES. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Secrion 1. Section 700 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1915, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 700. Storage. No person, persons, firm or cor- 
poration shall keep or store in portable containers, in any 
building or structure not used exclusively for such purpose, 
more than one hundred and ten gallons of gasoline, benzine, 
naptha, kerosene, or any hydrocarbon liquid which gives off 
an inflammable vapor at a temperature of one hundred and 
fifteen degrees or less. Said liquids shall be kept in metal 
containers of not more than five gallons capacity, or in iron or 
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steel tanks, iron or steel barrels or drums of not more than 
one hundred and ten gallons capacity. 

“Products of petroleum, including crude oil, fuel oil, gas- 
oline, benzine, naptha, kerosene, or any hydrocarbon liquid 
in excess of one hundred and ten gallons, and to the extent of 
four hundred gallons only, may be kept or stored in any such 
building or structure in steel, iron, or concrete tanks of per- 
manent construction satisfactory to the superintendent of pub- 
lie works. 

“In lieu of storing such articles in such tanks, said articles, 
other than crude petroleum, may to the extent of one thousand 
gallons be stored bencath the ground floor or outside the walls 
of any building in a steel, iron or concrete tank or tanks, said 
tank or tanks to be buried underground deep enough so that 
at least two feet of earth shall cover the top of said tank or 
tanks. A filling pipe shall extend up to the surface and shall 
at all times, except when open for filling, be kept closed by 
a screw cap with padlocking device, or such other type of 
locked cap as shall mect with the approval of the superin- 
tendent of public works. All such tanks shall be connected 
with a safely arranged pump so that the gasoline or other 
hydrocarbon liquid may be pumped up for use. Each such 
tank shall be placed in a spot approved as safe to life and sur- 
rounding property by the superintendent of public works, and 
shall be constructed, erected, and placed in position subject to 
his approval, as conforming to the terms of this chapter. No 
more than one thousand gallons of such articles, whether con- 
tained in one or more of such tanks, shall be stored in any 
such tank or tanks underneath, in connection with, or adjacent 
to the same building. 

“In lieu of storing any of the articles named in this section 
in tanks, said articles may be stored in a building, warehouse 
or tank used exclusively for such purpose. Said buildings, 
warehouses or tanks shall be constructed of brick, stone, rein- 
forced concrete, steel or iron, not to exceed one story in height, 
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and the walls of all said buildings, warehouses or tanks shall 
not be less than twelve inches in thickness if of brick or stone, 
and eight inches in thickness, if of reinforced concrete, and of 
such tensile strength, and provided with such bracing, tying 
and reinforcing, if of steel or iron, as shall be approved by 
the superintendent of publie works. It is provided, however, 
that any such building or warehouse may be constructed of cor- 
rugated iron with a wooden frame when and only when the 
location, size, plans and specifications of any such proposed 
building or warehouse shall have received the written approval 
of the superintendent of publie works; and it is further pro- 
vided that all such tanks which are used for the storage in 
bulk of any such artieles whether now or hereafter constructed 
in the district of Honolulu shall have constructed around them 
a concrete or masonry wall of sufficient height and strength 
and at a sufficient distance from said tanks to contain and hold 
the entire contents of any such tank in case it should, by any 
eause, be injured, demolished or destroyed, and provided that 
the superintendent of publie works may, in his discretion, re- 
quire that any such tanks now or hereafter constructed in any 
other district or county shall have constructed around them 
eonerete or masonry walls as above provided; and it is further 
provided, that all buildings, warehouses, tanks, ete., whether 
now or hereafter constructed, shall be provided with suitable 
fire prevention and other safety deviees for the protection of 
life and surrounding property as shall be prescribed by the 
superintendent of publie works and the fire marshal of the 
Territory of Hawaii. 

“All such buildings or warehouses shall have either concrete 
or earth floors as directed by the superintendent of public 
works and metal roofs, and all such tanks shall also have ap- 
proved metal roofs. 

“All such articles stored in a warehouse shall be stored in 


metal containers of not more than five gallons capacity, or m 
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iron or steel tanks, iron or steel drums or barrels of not more 
‘than one hundred and ten gallons capacity. 

“Any person, firm or corporation desiring to erect any build- 
ing, tank or warehouse provided for in this chapter shall first 
submit the plans and specifications therefor with full partic- 
ulars as to proposed location to the superintendent of public 
works and obtain his approval of the same as complying with 
the terms of this chapter. 

“The provision of this section in relation to storage build- 
ings and warehouses shall not apply to nor affect any such 
buildings and warchouses erected and in use exclusively for 
any such purpose under any law of the Territory in force on 
May 1, 1919; but such buildings and warehouses may continue 
to be used unless condemned as unsafe to life or surrounding 
property by the superintendent of public works.” 


Secrion 2. Section 707 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1915, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 707. Empty containers. No empty containers 
that have held gasoline, kerosene, distillate, benzine, or any 
of the products of petroleum shall be stored in any building,

Secrron 1. Creation and appointment of commission. There 
is hereby created a board to be known as the “Board of Fish 
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and Game Commissioners of the Territory of Hawaii,” herein 
referred to as the “commission,” which board shall consist of 
five members to be appointed by the governor, with the approval 
of the senate. One of the commissioners so appointed shall be 
named by the governor as chairman of the commission. 

In the absence or disability of the chairman, the other com- 
missioners may appoint one of their number to act as chairman 
during such absence or disability of the chairman. 


Section 2. Term of office. Said appointive commissioners 
shall be appointed as follows: 

One for a term of two years, two for a term of three years and 
two for a term of four years. Thereafter, upon the expiration 
of said respective terms of office, the same shall be filled for the 
full term of four years. 


Secrion 3. Compensation of commissioners. The eommis- 
sioners shall serve without pay; but each member shall be reim- 
bursed for his actual expenses incurred in connection with the 
duties of his office, certified by him and countersigned by the 
chairman of the board. 


Srorron 4. Powers and duties of the commission. The com- 
mission shall have the possession, management and control of all 
property, real, personal or mixed, which may, upon the passage 
of this Act, or hereafter, be provided or acquired for the pur- 
poses of this Act or any of them. 

Tt shall be the duty of the commission: 

Enforcement of laws. To enforce all laws now or hereafter 
enacted, relating to the protecting, taking, killing, hunting, 
propagating or increasing fish or wild game within the Territory 
of Hawaii and the waters subject to its jurisdiction. 

All powers, authority or jurisdiction relating to the catching, 
propagating, preservation or protection of fish or game, now by 
law given to any other person or officer, are hereby transferred

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from such person or officer and assigned and given to the com- 
mission hereby created ; 

Fish hatcheries. To establish, maintain and conduct, at such 
place or places within the Territory which the commission shall 
select, and which may be approved by the governor, a fish hatch- 
ery or hatcheries, and game propagating station or stations; 

Importing fish or game. To import game, fish or spawn or 
other marine life for the purpose of propagating and disseminat- 
ing the same in the Territory of Hawaii and the waters thereof ; 

Distribution of fish and game. To distribute, free of charge, 
fish and game at such points as the commission shall deem to be 
in the public interests, such fish and game as they deem best, 
for the purpose of increasing the food supply of the Territory. 

Provided, however, that when, in the discretion of the commis- 
sion, the publie service hereby provided for, will not be materi- 
ally interfered with by so doing, the commission may propagate 
and furnish fish or gawe to private parties, upon such reason- 
able terms, conditions and prices as the commission may deter- 
mine. Any money received for such fish or game so sold shall 
be deposited in the treasury as a special fund, subject to the 
order of the commission, to be drawn, spent and accounted for in 
the same manner as regular appropriations made for the pur- 
poses of this Act; l 

Information. To ascertain, compile and disseminate, free of 
charge, information and advice as to the best methods of pro- 
tecting, propagating and distributing fish and game in the Terri- 
tory and its waters, with a view of increasing the food supply 
and reducing the cost of the same to consumers ; 

Reports. To report annually, and oftener if requested by the 
governor, concerning the acts and the expenditures of the com- 
mission ; the status of fish and game in the Territory; with such 
other information relating thereto, and such recommendations 


as the commission may deem to be of public interest or value. 


Srction 5. Executive officer, assistants and laborers. The 
b 
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commission may employ, and at their discretion discharge, an 
executive officer and clerical or other assistants and laborers, for 
the purpose of effectuating the objects of this Act, or any of 
them, fixing their compensation. 


Srcrion 6. Expenditures. The commission shall have power 
and authority to expend all appropriations made for the purpose 
of effectuating the objects of this Act, or any of them. 

It may use lands set apart for its use by the governor, and 
may accept gifts and contributions of property or service for 
the furtherance of the purposes of this Act or any of them, from 
the Territory or any county or city and county or other govern- 
ment or from private parties. 

, All expenditures by the commission shall be first approved by 
it. Such approval shall be certified by the chairman. 

All expenditures and the accounts of the commission shall be 
made and kept in such manner and form as are usual in connec- 
tion with territorial expenditure and accounts or which may be 
prescribed by the territorial auditor. 


Srorrow 7. Co-operation with national fish commission and 
others. The commission shall have the power and authority, 
and is hereby directed to endeavor to secure the co-operation and 
assistance and to co-operate with the national fish commission, 
or other governmental authorities having an interest in the sub- 
ject matter of this Act, in every way possible, for the promotion 
of the purposes of this Act. More specifically the commission is

SECTION 1. In each county or city and county of the 
Territory of Hawaii there is hereby established and created 
a board to be known as the board of child welfare. 


Section 2. The said board shall be composed of five mem- 
bers, three of whom shall be men and two shall be women, 
who shall be appointed by the governor, in the manner pre- 
scribed in Section 80 of the Organic Act. The judge or 
judges of the juvenile court or courts in each county and in 
the city and county shall be ex-officio members of the repre- 
sentative boards of each county and of the city and county. 


Section 3. The members of said board shall hold office 
for the period of four years; provided, however, that on the 
first appointment of said board, the governor shall appoint 
two of the members of said board for four years, and the re- 
maining members of the board for two years; and that there- 
after all appointments shall be for four years. 


Section 4. The members of the board of child welfare, 
as herein provided, shall receive no compensation for their 
services as members of such board, but they shall be entitled 
to the actual and necessary expenses incurred by them in 
properly discharging their official duties either while making 
investigations or otherwise, which shall be paid out of the 
funds of the respective counties or cities and counties avail- 
able therefor. 
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Section 5. The said board as herein provided, shall as 
soon as is convenient after this Act becomes effective, or- 
ganize and elect a chairman and appoint a clerk of the said 
board, who shall hold office subjeet to the pleasure of the said 
board. The said board may employ such officers and em- 
ployees as may be provided for by the boards of supervisors 
of the respective counties or cities and counties. It may 
establish rules and regulations for the conduct of its business 
whieh shall provide for the careful investigation of all ap- 
plications for allowances or the adequate supervision of all 
persons receiving allowances, and may provide for the making 
of reports by the officers, employees and representatives of 
the board with respect to persons receiving allowances granted 
by the board. The said child welfare board shall report an- 
nually in detail to the board of supervisors of the respective 
counties or cities and counties the transactions of the board 
for the preceding fiseal year and if required by the boards 
of supervisors of the respective counties or cities and counties, 
more frequent reports must be given covering fractional parts 
of a year. 


Secrion 6. The said child welfare board shall prepare 
and submit to the boards of supervisors of the respective coun- 
ties or cities and counties an estimate of the funds required 
to carry out the purposes of this Act, which said estimate shall 
be furnished to the said boards of supervisors at the semi-an- 
nual or annual meeting of said board when the semi-annual 
or annual budget or estimate of expenditures is prepared. 


Section 7. <A board of child welfare may in its discretion 
grant an allowance to any mother of one or more children 
who is a widow, or unmarried, or deserted by her husband, or 
whose husband is an inmate or patient of a territorial or 
other institution, providing the said mother is a resident of 
the county or city and county wherein the application is made 
and has been a resident of said county or city and county 
for a period of one year immediately preceding the applica- 
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tion. Such allowance shall be made by a majority of votes of 
the board and may be increased, diminished, or totally with- 
drawn in the discretion of said board. Before granting an 
allowance under the provisions hereof, the said board shall de- 
termine that the mother is a suitable person to bring up her 
said children, and that the granting of such allowance is neces- 
sary to enable her to properly do so. 

Allowances granted by the said boards shall be paid out 
of any moneys appropriated by the boards of supervisors of 
the respective counties or cities and counties for such purpose 
and the boards of supervisors of the respective counties or 
cities and counties shall appropriate and make available for 
the said board of child welfare and shall include in the semi- 
annual or annual budget or estimate of expenditures such sum 
or sums as may be necessary to carry out the provisions of 
this Act. 

Applications for allowances under the provisions hereof 
may be made directly to the local board of child welfare by 
the mother applying for such allowance or by some suitable 
person acting on her behalf. 

Allowances made by the board shall be for a period of not 
more than six months, but may be renewed from time to time 
at the same or different amounts for similar periods or less, 
either successively or intermittently, and may be revoked in 
the discretion of the said board. 


The county attorneys or the city and county attorneys of 
the respective counties or cities and counties shall act as the 
legal advisors of the board in the respective counties, and 
whenever requested so to do by said boards in the case of any 
wife where husband has deserted her prosecute all legal 
methods to obtain the return of such husband, and shall aiso 
whenever so requested by said boards represent such wife and 
in her behalf prosecute any and all civil actions or proceed- 
ings to compel such husband to support his wife and children, 
and provided that in any civil action or proceeding so insti- 
tuted the county or city and county attorney shall file his 
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certificate setting forth that he represents such wife upon re- 
quest of said board, in which case no costs of court shall 
be required to be paid by such wife.

Secrion 1. Franchise. The Hana Ice and Electrice Com- 
pany, Limited, as a body corporate, its successors and assigns, 
hereinafter called “the company” are hereby granted authority 
and privilege to manufacture, sell, furnish and supply electric 
light, electric current, or electric power in the district of Hana, 
on the island of Maui, Territory of Hawaii, for lighting the 
streets, roads, publie or private buildings, or for motive power, 
or for any other purpose which they may deem advisable, and, 
from time to time, for the purpose above mentioned, subject to 
the approval and supervision of the officials or boards having 
charge of said streets or roads, to construct, maintain and 
operate suitable poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, 
conductors, conduits and such other appliances and appur- 
tenances as may from time to time be necessary for the trans- 
mission, distribution or supply of electricity to consumers 
thereof, under, along, upon and over the streets, sidewalks, 
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roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in the said district of 

Hana, on the island of Maui, and to connect the said wires, 

lines and conductors with any manufactory, private or public 
buildings, lamps, lamp posts, or other structure or object with 

the place of supply. 


Section 2. Service; extension of; capacity. The com- 
pany shall at all times during the existence of said franchise, 
promptly and efficiently supply such electric light and power 
in said district of Hana as may from time to time be re 
quired by persons desiring the same, at any point or points; 
provided that it shall not be required to build, extend or 
maintain any line or branch line for the transmission of such 
electric light or power beyond a distance of three hundred 
feet from such extension or major fraction thereof, unless the 
number of lights or amount of power agreed to be taken for 
not less than one year shall be reasonably sufticient to warrant 
the construction of such line or branch line or extension; 
provided, further, that if the company shall be unable to fur- 
nish power or light applied for by reason of lack of capacity 
of the plant or apparatus for producing and transmitting 
electric current, the company shall be allowed reasonable time, 
not exceeding one year from the date of any application to 
procure such additional improvements or apparatus as may be 
necessary to furnish such applicant or applicants. 


Section 3. Rules and regulations. The officials or boards 
having charge of said streets or roads, are hereby authorized 
to make from time to time, change, amend or add to, reason- 
able rules regulating the placing of poles, insulation of wires 
and apparatus earrying electric current, and the excavation 
of conduits, and the maintenance in good repair of all poles, 
wires and apparatus generally concerning the manufacture and 
supply of electricity which may be necessary for the publie 
safety and welfare. 


Secrion 4. Poles, ete., not to interfere with streets, ete. 
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All poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, conductors, 
conduits and other appliances constructed, maintained or 
operated under, along, upon or over the streets, sidewalks, 
roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in the said district of 
Hana, shall be so constructed, maintained and operated by 
the company as not to unnecessarily interfere with the use of 
such streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and 
lanes by the public. 


Srcrion 5. Plant subject to inspection. ‘The entire 
plant, lines, poles and all other apparatus and equipment 
shall at all times be subject and open to the inspection of 
the officials or boards having charge of said streets or roads, 
or any officer appointed by them for that purpose. 


SECTION 6. Meters; charges, reasonableness; how deter- 
mined. The company shall also have the right to maintain, 
use and operate electric meters or other means for measuring 
electric light, power or current supplied from time to time, 
and to locate the same at such places as may be deemed neces- 
sary for their protection; and also to charge, receive and col- 
lect from all consumers of electricity such reasonable prices as 
may be from time to time fixed and determined by the com- 
pany; provided, however, that power is hereby conferred upon 
the courts of appropriate jurisdiction or any utility commis- 
sion which is, or may hereafter be created by law of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, or of the United States, at all times and 
upon the petition of any consumer of electric power or light 
from the company, to hear and determine from time to time 
whether the existing rate or rates are unreasonable; and if a 
rate be unreasonable to order the same to be decreased, and to 
enforce such orders by appropriate judgment or decree. 


Section 7. Charges for making connections. The company 
shall also have the right to charge consumers or applicants 
for the use of electricity, one-half of the cost and expense of 
making connections between the nearest line of supply and 
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the premises where the electricity is to be used; such cost and 
expense to include the price of all wires, poles, insulators and 
other material and labor necessary to be used in making such 
connections; provided, however, that the company shall not 
be required to make, construct or maintain said connections 
as aforesaid for supplying light or power unless the appli- 
cants therefor, if required, shall. deposit in advance with them 
a sum of money sufficient to pay one-half of the total esti- 
mated cost and expense of making and constructing such con- 
nections and for current for the period of one month. 


Section 8. Right to acquire property; limits to. The 
company shall have the right to acquire, hold or take over 
either by purchase or lease such property, both real and per- 
sonal or mixed, as may be nceessary or incidental to the 
proper conduct of its business; but the company shall not have 
the right or power to purehase franchise or property of any 
other company of like nature in the said distriet of Hana. 


Section 9. Power to borrow money; bonds. The com- 
pany, whenever from time to time it shall be deemed ex- 
pedient in the furtherance of the objects for which this 
franchise is granted, shall have the power to borrow money, 
and to seeure the repayment thereof with interest agreed upon, 
by mortgage of any or all its property, franchises and priv- 
ileges granted or obtained by virtue of this Act; or, if it is 
deemed advisable, bonds may be issued, seeured by deed of 
trust of such property not to exceed sixty per cent. of the actual 
value thereof, and all future property acquired as well as the 
income and receipts of the property from whatever source de- 
rived, and in such form and upon such terms as the company 
shall deem advisable; provided, that nothing in this section con- 
tained shall operate to prevent the company from obtaining 
usual business credits, and to make promissory notes without 
Security. 


Section 10. Franchise not exclusive. It is hereby ex- 
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pressly provided that nothing herein contained shall be so 
construed as to grant the company an exclusive right to fur- 
nish, sell or supply electric current for light and power; and 
the company and the franchise, rights and privileges hereby 
granted shall be subject in all respects to such law establish- 
ing a publie utility commission, and such other laws of a gen- 
eral nature as may be applicable from time to time to elec- 
tric light and power plants, or companies operating them in 
the Territory of Hawaii, or the county of Maui, or their suc- 
cessors. 


Sucriox 11. Forfeiture of franchise. It is hereby pro- 
vided that if the company shall fail or refuse to do or perform 
or comply with any of the provisions of this Act, or of the 
laws of the Territory of Hawaii, or of the county of Maui, or 
the rules promulgated under section 3 of this Act, and con- 
tinues to refuse or fail to perform or eomply therewith after 
reasonable notice given by the superintendent of publie works, 
or any proper county or municipal officer or board, such officer 
or board may, with the consent of the governor and of the attor- 
ney general, cause proceedings to be instituted before an appro- 
priate tribunal to have the franchise hereby granted, and all 
rights and privileges aceruing thereunder forfeited and de- 
elared null and void. 


Secriox 12. Annual statements; payment to government. 
The company shall, within one month after the expiration of 
each calendar vear, file with the treasurer of the county of 
Maui, a statement showing the gross receipts from the sale of 
electric eurrent for light and power furnished by it during 
such vear, and shall at the same time pay to the treasurer of 
the county of Maui for and on behalf of the said county two 
and one-half per cent. of the gross receipts from all electric 
current for light or power furnished to consumers during the 
year preceding. 


Srction 13. Exemption from territorial taxation; dura- 
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tion. All property of every kind and nature, forming or used 
as a part of such electric light system, including this fran- 
chise, shall be exempt from any and all taxes under the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, until the expiration of five years from the 
date of this Act. 


Section 14.. Franchise subject .to reasonableness; publie 
utilities commission. This franchise, and the company holding 
the same, shall be subject as to reasonableness of rates, prices 
and charges, and in all other respects to the provisions of 
chapter 128 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, and amend- 
ments thereto, creating a publie utilities.commission in the 
Territory of Hawaii. 


Section 15. The public utilities commission of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii is hereby granted power (subject to section 2 
hereof) to order the company to make extensions of its service 
lines whenever it shall be made to appear that said extension 
is a publie necessity, and that the total plant of the company, 
including such extension or extensions, can be made to earn a 
reasonable profit on the cost and maintenance of the same; 
provided, that all orders of the public utilities commission 
herein provided for shall be subject to review by the courts of 
the Territory as provided by law. 


Section 16. That the Territory of Hawaii, the county of 
Maui, or any political subdivision thereof, may at any time 
and upon six months’ notice in writing to the company, given 
pursuant to proper authority, if so authorized by the legisla- 
ture of the Territory of Hawaii, acquire by purchase all the 
property of the company, subject to the then existing charges 
thereon. 

The amount to be paid to the company for such purchase 
shall be determined by a commission of three persons, one to 
be appointed by the company, or in case it should fail to do so 
within thirty days after having been requested to do so by the 
purchaser, then by the chief justice of the supreme court of 
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the Territory of Hawaii, one by the purchaser, and the third 
by the two so appointed; or, in case they should fail to agree 
upon the third member within thirty days, then by the said 
chief justice, any such action by the said chief justice to be 
taken only after giving to each party notice and an oppor- 
tunity to be heard, but such amount shall in no case exceed 
the actual cost or the actual value of the tangible property, or 
the actual cost of re-producing or re-placing it less the depre- 
ciation and less the charges thereon. The value of the fran- 
chise or good will or any other intangible element shall not be 
considered in determining the amount to be paid. 

Either the company or the purchaser may appeal to the 
supreme court of the Territory of Hawaii from the decision of 
such commission by filing a written notice of appeal with the 
commission within five days after the decision is rendered and 
served on the company. It shall thereupon be the duty of the 
commission immediately to certify to the supreme court the 
record of its proceedings, showing in such certificate the valua- 
tion claimed by the company, the value claimed by the pur- 
chaser, and the valuation as determined by the commission. 
Such certificate shall be accompanicd by copies of all papers, 
documents and evidence upon which the decision of the com- 
mission was based, and a copy of such decision. Upon any 
such appeal the supreme court may in its behalf take or re- 
quire further evidence to be introduced by either party. 

Within six months after the determination of the purchase 
price as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the company, and 
thereupon the franchise granted hereby shall cease and deter- 
mine, and all the property of the company shall become the 
property of such purchaser, without any further conveyance or 
assignment, but the company shall make all such further con- 
veyances and assignments as may be desired by the purchaser 
and approved by the said commission, or the said court on 


appeal. 


Srcrron 17. Franchise subject to amendment or repeal. The 
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congress of the United States or the legislature of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii, with the approval of congress, may at any 
time alter, amend or repeal this Act. 


Section 18. This Act shall take effect and be law from 
and after the date of its approval by the governor of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, subject, however, to the approval of congress 
of the United States, such approval of congress to be secured 
within two years from the date of such approval by the gov- 
ernor.

In addition to the provisions of Act 187 of the 
Session Laws of 1915, relating to the establishment and use 
of the detention house, the superintendent of the insane asy- 
lum may receive for treatment in the detention house any per- 
son who is suffering from any temporary mental or nervous dis- 
order or affection, without such person being legally committed 
to said institution, when application therefor shall be made by 
such person or by any relative, legal guardian or next friend 
of such person, in conformity with the provisions of this Act. 


Szorrow 2. The application for the admission of such per- 
son as a patient shall be made in writing and approved by the 
attorney general of the Territory of Hawaii or his deputy, and 
be accompanied by the certificate of a dulv licensed physician 
residing in the Territory, setting forth as nearly as can be as- 
certained the name, age, nativity, residence and occupation of 
the person whose admission is sought, and the general history 
of such person, including previous habits, premonitory symp- 
toms, apparent cause and class or character of the disorder or 
affection, the previous duration thereof and present condition 
of the patient, and shall include a statement by such physician 
that in his professional opinion such person is in need of such 
treatment. 


Szorrow 3. The person making such application shall in 
writing agree to pay such costs and charges as shall from time 
to time be fixed by the superintendent with the approval of the 
board of health for the proper care, maintenance and treat- 
ment of the patient while retained in said institution, and 
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whenever required by the superintendent then or thereafter 
shall also furnish a satisfactory bond or other security there- 
for; and shall further agree that such person while retained in 
said institution will be subject to and will abide by all such 
rules and regulations applicable to or concerning his or her 
conduct, care and treatment as shall from time to time be pre- 
scribed by the superintendent with the approval of the board 
of health; and that the patient will be subject to dismissal or 
expulsion for any failure therein. All moneys collected nnder 
the provisions of this section of this Act shall be deposited in 
a special fund in the treasury and shall be available only and 
are hereby appropriated for tho maintenance of the said de- 
tention house as the board of health shall determine. 


Section 4. Every person received as a patient under this 
Act may be allowed to have treatment by a private physician 
who shall for such purpose be deemed a consulting physieian 
and have such rights and privileges as shall be agreed upon 
from time to time as between himself and the superintendent. 


No presumption of insanity or legal incompe- 
teney shall exist by reason of the admission of auy person to 
said institution under this Act.

If the superintendent shall decline to admit or retain 
any person or order the removal of or expel any person from 
said institution, any party feeling aggrieved thereby may ap- 
peal within five days to the commissioners of insanity who 
shall have full power to hear and finally determine any such 
issue.

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powers as granted to them by section 1086 of the Revised 
Laws of Hawaii, 1915, and the chairman of the commissioners 
shall have caused a record of the proceedings to be kept and 
a copy thereof filed in the same manner as provided in sec- 
tion 1087 of said Revised Laws.

annuity or pension from any person, any creditor may bring his 
action against such debtor, and in his petition for process may 
request the court to insert therein a direction to the officer serv- 
ing the same, to leave a true and attested copy thereof with such 
attorney, agent, factor, trustee, or such person from whom such 
debt is owing or from whom such debtor is in receipt of any 
salary, stipend, wages, annuity or pension, or at the place of his 
usual place of avode, and to summon such attorney, agent, fac- 
tor, trustee or other person to appear personally upon the day 
ov term mentioned and appointed in said process for hearing 
said action, and then and there on oath to disclose whether he 
has or at the time said copy was served had any of the goods 
or effects of the defendant in his hands, and, if so, the nature, 
amount and value thereof, or is or at said time of service was 
indebted to him, and, if so, the nature and amount of the debt, 
and whether the defendant is or at said time of service was in re- 
ceipt from him of any salary, stipend, wages, annuity or pension, 
and, if so, the amount or rate thereof; which summons and direc- 
tion shall be signed and issued in the same manner as summonses 
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are usually issued in civil actions, and shall be served by the of- 
ficer according to such direction, and from the time of leaving 
such copy all the goods and effects of the defendant then in the 
hands of such attorney, agent, factor or trustee, and every debt 
then owing from such person to the defendant, and twenty-five 
per cent of such salary, stipend, wages, annuity or pension, if 
any, whether then or thereafter to become owing, shall be se- 
cured in his hands to pay such judgment as the plaintiff shall 
recover in said action, and may not be otherwise disposed of by 
such attorney, agent, factor, trustee or other person, and such 
notice shall be sufficient notice to the defendant to enable the 
plaintiff to bring his action to trial, unless the defendant be an 
inhabitant of this Territory, or has some time resided therein, 
and then a like copy shall be served personally upon him, or left 
at his last and usual place of abode. 

“Provided, however, that any person so summoned as an at- 
torney, agent, factor, trustee or debtor of any defendant may 
file in the court issuing the summons, on or before the return 
day thereof, a return under oath which shall set out fully what 
goods or effects, if any, of the defendant; are or at said time of 
service were in his hands, and what debts, if anv, are or at said 
time of service were owing from him to the defendant, and 
whether the defendant is or at said time of service was in re- 
.eeipt from him of any salary, stipend, wages, annuity or pen- 
sion, and the amount or rate thereof, if any. A copy of such 
return shall be served on the plaintiff or his attorney on or be- 
fore such return day. The filing of such return shall be deemed 
prima facie a compliance with the summons, provided, that at 
any time thereafter before the conclusion of the trial of such 
action either party thereto may upon written notice served upon 
the garnishee require such garnishee to appear and be examined 
orally under oath as to such disclosure or as to his liability as 
such garnishee. 

“And provided, further, that at any time after service of 
summons, the court, upon the consent of the plaintiff, or upon 
motion of the defendant or of the garnishee and notice to the 
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plaintiff, may determine whether such goods, effects, debts, sal- 
ary, stipend, wages, annuity and pension, if any, so secured 
are excessive in amount in eomparison with the amount of the 
judgment that the plantiff might obtain in such action, and, if 
so, what part thereof is a reasonable amount to be so secured, 
and may thereupon release the remainder thereof from being so 
secured.” 


Section 2. Section 2802 of. said Revised Laws is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2802. Garnishee, rights, duties. Such attorney, 
agent, factor, trustee or debtor shall, if he so desires, be ad-

of the said debtor to pay the same, and if such attorney, agent, 
factor or trustee shall have in. any manner disposed of such 
goods and effects of his principal, and shall not expose and sub- 
ject them to be taken on execution, or if such debtor shall not 
pay to the officer, when demanded, such debt or sueh salary, 
stipend, wages, annuity or pension, such attorney, agent, factor, 
trustee or debtor shall be liable to satisfv such judgment out of 
his own estate, as his proper debt, if sueh goods or effects or 
debt or salary, stipend, wages, annuity or pension be of suffi- 
cient value or amount and, if not, then to the value of the same. 
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“Provided, however, that every such attorney, agent, factor, 
trustee or debtor shall be allowed to retain or deduct from the 
goods, effects and credits of the defendant in his hands at said 
time of service all demands against the defendant of which he 
could have availed himself if he had not been garnisheed, 
whether the same are at the time due or not, and whether by 
set-off on a trial or by set-off of judgments or executions between 
himself and the defendant, and shall be liable for only the bal- 
ance after adjustment of all mutual demands between himself 
and the defendant, provided that in such adjustment no de- 
mands for unliquidated damages for wrongs or injuries shall be 
included, and that the judgment shall show the amount of any 
set-off.”

The absence for a continuous period of 
six months or over of a husband from his wife or of any 
parent from his or her child or children under the age of 
sixteen years without first making suitable provision for the 
support and maintenance of said wife or said child or child- 
ren, shall be deemed prima facie evidence of desertion and 
wilful neglect on the part of said husband or parent. In such 
ease, and where it is known that some person has money be- 
longing to such husband or parent, the complaint, made under 
the provisions hereinafter set forth in Section 2971, shall 
allege such continuous absence on the part of such husband or 
parent and the name of the person holding such money. The 
court in which such complaint is filed shall issue an order to 
the person holding such money to appear before it to show 
cause why such money shall not be applied to the maintenance 
and support of such wife or such child or children. If, after 
a hearing for that purpose, the court is satisfied that there 
has been a eontinuous absence on the part of the husband or 
parent as aforesaid and a failure on the part of such husband 
or parent to make suitable provision for maintenance and sup- 
port as aforesaid, and that there is money in the hands of the 
person eited before it belonging to such husband or parent, it 
shall make an order upon such person to apply such money in 
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such sum or sums in such manner and at such time or times 
as it may determine for the support and maintenance of such 
wife or such child or children; provided, that no such order 
to so apply such money shall be made unless a copy of such 
order to show cause shall have been served upon such husband 
or parent prior to such hearing; provided, further, that if such 
husband or parent cannot be found, such order to show cause 
shall be published in such newspaper of general circulation and 
for such time as shall by the order of the court be designated.”

“Section 1236. General property taxes. Except as ex- 
empted or otherwise taxed, all real property and all personal 
property, within each taxation division shall be subject to a 
tax each year of such rate per cent. upon the full cash value 
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thereof as shall be fixed for that year in the following manner: 

As soon as practicable after the first Monday following the 
first day of December in each year, the board of supervisors 
of each county and city and county shall prepare, approve by 
resolution adopted in the manner provided by law relating to 
resolutions involving expenditures of public moneys, and trans- 
mit to the assessor of the taxation division in which such coun- 
ty or city and county is included estimates of the amounts of 
money required to be raised from this tax during the ensuing 
year for such county or city and county for the purposes speci- 
fied in subdivisions 1, 2 and 3 hereinafter respectively (in es- 
timating which amounts there shall be taken into consideration, 
among other things, outstanding obligations, cash on hand and 
expected receipts from other sources) : 

1. For current expenses other than for the purposes spec- 
ified in subdivisions 3, 4, 5 and 6 of this section, including 
among other items, the operating expenses of all departments 
of such local government, operating and equipping of free sewer 
and cesspool pumping systems as operated or extended, road 
maintenance and repair and other eurrent or general needs ; 

2. For permanent improvements, including, among other 
items, extensions and replacements to the water and/or sewer 
systems not otherwise provided for; new road construction of 
concrete or on a concrete base, including cost of new land, of 
large cuts or fills in the grade, of permanent storm drains, of 
new bridges of like or equivalent permanent nature and rea- 
sonable engineering and inspection expense for the same (ex- 
cept that, in the case of the counties of Hawaii, Maui and 
Kauai, roadwork, amounting to reconstruction, of asphalt or 
oiled macadam may be performed hereunder in addition to 
concrete roadwork) ; new buildings, including additions, equip- 
ment and grounds for the same; for parks; and other perma- 
nent improvements ; 

3. For interest and sinking fund for general county or city 
and county bonds, if any; 

4. Beginning with the year 1920, and every two years 
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thereafter, the respective boards of supervisors shall prepare 
and transmit a statement showing the balance unexpended and 
uncontracted for remaining at the end of the school budget pe- 
riod from the amount collected during the preceding two years 
for the special school fund; and 

5. The treasurer of the Territory shall similarly prepare 
and transmit to the assessor of each taxation division an esti- 
mate of the amount of money required for that year to be raised 
from this tax and paid to the treasurer of such county or city 
and county for the special school fund under chapter 25, which 
amount shall be one-half of the sums specified for such pur- 
poses for such county or city and county in the biennial school 
budget operative under said chapter at the time such estimate 
is made. 

6. The treasurer of the Territory shall similarly prepare 
and transmit to the assessor of each taxation division, an esti- 
mate of the amount, if any, payable to or retainable by the 
Territory out of the proceeds of this tax during such year in 
respect of such county or city and county for schools, interest, 
sinking fund not otherwise provided for on all territorial bonds 
issued for county or city and county purposes or otherwise and 
other purposes, including the cost of assessing and collecting 
taxes in such county or city and county. The amount for school 
purposes, under this subdivision, shall be an amount which shall 
bear the same ratio to one-half of the amount specified for all 
school purposes in said biennial budget, plus the amount estimat- 
ed to be required for that year in accordance with the salary 
schedule provided for in the chapter referred to in subdivision 5 
of this section, less the amount reported wnder the provisions of 
subdivision 4 of this section, also less the amount estimated for 
the special school fund under said subdivision 5 and less the 
amount of school taxes (provided for in section 1225) collected 
during the preceding year, that the aggregate value of prop- 
erty in such county or city and county as assessed for the pur- 
poses of this tax during the preceding year bears to the agere- 
gate value of property in the Territory, as similarly assessed, 
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exclusive of the property mentioned in the proviso of this 
section. 

The assessor shall thereupon estimate the rate per centum 
at which the property, subject to be taxed under this section for 
the benefit of such county or city and county shall be taxed in 
order to yield, during that year, the amount so estimated to be 
required for the purposes specified in each of the above subdi- 
visions 1, 2, 3, 4, 5 and 6 of this section. In estimating such 
rates the aggregate value of property, as assessed for the pur- 
poses of this tax for the last tax year, shall be taken as a basis. 
Except as to the city and county of Honolulu, if the rate so esti- 
mated for the purposes specified in subdivision 1 for any coun- 
ty shall exceed seven-tenths of one per centum it shall be re- 
duced to seven-tenths of one per centum for such county, and 
if the rate so estimated for the purposes specified in subdivision 
2 for such county shall be such that the sum of that rate with 
the rate estimated for the purposes specified in subdivision 1 
for such county shall exceed one per centum for such county 
it shall be reduced so that such sum shall be one per centum. 
And further, except as to the city and county of Honolulu, if 
the estimate of the amount required for the purposes specified 
in subdivisions 1 and 2 for any county shall not be trans- 
mitted to the assessor on or before the last day of January suc- 
ceeding the day for commencing to prepare such estimates the 
assessor shall estimate the rate for the purposes specified in sub- 
division 1 for such county at seven-tenths of one per centum 
and the rate for the purposes specified in subdivision 2 for any 
such county at three-tenths of one per centum, and to such ag- 
gregate rate the assessor of the respective taxation division shall 
add such rate or rates specified by any special act or acts of the 
legislature of 1919 or thereafter, relating to the respective 
county. 

The proportion of the total rate estimated by the assessor of 
the first taxation division as necessary to raise the sums esti- 
mated by the board of supervisors of the city and county of 
Honolulu, as aforesaid, for the purposes specified in each of the 
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subdivisions 1, 2 and 3 hereinabove shall be included in the total 
rate for such city and county without reduction by the said as- 
sessor; provided, however, that if, in the year 1920 the pro- 
portion of such rate for the purposes specified in subdivisions 1 
and 2 respectively shall be found to exceed the rate for such 
subdivision for the 1919 tax year (which is 1.151%) by more 
than .10 (that is to say, the sum of 1.151 plus .10 or 1.251) or if 
in any succeeding year, the said proportion of such rate for such 
purposes shall be found to exceed the rate for the preceding 
year by more than .10 (as for example, if the said rate for 1921 
shall exceed the sum of 1.251 plus .10 or 1.351) then the rate 
for such purpose shall be reduced so that it shall not exceed 
such rate with .10 added thereto; and the sum of the rates for 
the purpose of subdivisions 1 and 2 as so compared and cor- 
rected, if any, together with any special rate fixed in accord-

AN ACT DEFINING THE CRIME oF CRIMINAL SYNDICALISM 
AND PRESCRIBING PUNISHMENT THEREFOR. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Criminal syndicalism is hereby defined to be the 
doctrine which advocates crime, sabotage, violence or other un- 
lawful methods of terrorism as a means of accomplishing in- 
dustrial or political ends. 


Section 2. Any person who: 


(1) By word of month or writing, advocates or teaches 
the duty, necessity or propriety of crime, sabotage, violence or 
other unlawful methods of terrorism as a means of accomplish- 
ing industrial or political ends; or 

(2) Prints, publishes, edits, issues or knowingly circulates, 
sells, distributes or publicly displays any book, paper, docu- 
ment or written matter in any form, containing or advocating 
advising or teaching the doctrine that industrial or political 
ends should be brought about by crime, sabotage, violence or 
other unlawful methods of terrorism; or 

(3) Openly, wilfully and deliberately justifies, by word 
of mouth or writing, the commission or the attempt to commit 
crime, sabotage, violence or other unlawful methods of terror- 
ism with intent to exemplify, spread or advocate the propriety 
of the doctrines of criminal syndicalism ; or 

(4) Organizes or helps to organize, or becomes a member of 
or voluntarily assembles with any society, group or assemblage 
of persons formed to teach or advocate the doctrines of crim- 
inal syndiealism is guilty of a felony and punishable by im- 
prisonment for not more than ten (10) years or by a fine of 
not more than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) or both. 


Secrion 3. Whenever two or more persons assemble for the 
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purpose of advocating or teaching the doctrines of criminal 
syndicalism as defined in this Act, such an assemblage is un- 
lawful and every person voluntarily participating therein by 
his presence, aid or instigation is guilty of a felony and punish- 
able by imprisonment for not more than ten (10) years or by 
a fine of not more than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) or 
both. 


Sxorrow 4. The owner, agent, superintendent, janitor, care- 
taker or occupant of any place, building or room, who wilfully 
and knowingly permits therein any assemblage of persons pro- 
hibited by the provisions of section 8 of this Act, or who, after 
notification by the police authorities that the premises are so 
used, permits such use to be continued, is guilty of a misde- 
meanor and punishable by imprisonment for not more than one 
(1) year or by a fine of not more than five hundred dollars 
($500.00) or both.

propriated for the purpose of purchasing for park and other 
public purposes, the property known as the “Irwin Property,”

At 
the time and place named in the publication the property may 
be sold and the purchaser shall thereupon succeed to the bailor’s 
title thereto. Out of the proceeds of such sale the bailee may 
retain the amount of the lien, the cost of advertisement and 
sale and other expenses incident to the sale. Any balance re- 
maining which shall not be claimed by the owner of the prop- 
erty sold or his legal representative within thirty days from the 
date of such sale; shall be deposited by the bailee with the treas- 
urer of the Territory to the credit of the owner and payable at 
any time to him or his legal representatives.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. The sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) 
is hereby appropriated to be paid out of any moneys in the 
treasury of the Territory of Hawaii not otherwise appropriated 
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for the construction of the two (2) bridges and approaches on 
the homestead road at Wood valley, in the district of Kau, coun- 
ty of Hawaii. 


Section 2. Said sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) 
hereby appropriated shall be disbursed on warrants drawn by 
the auditor based upon vouchers drawn by the commissioner 
of publie lands, who shall have charge of the construction of 
said bridges and approaches on said homestead road. 

It is provided, however, that the commissioner of publie 
lands shall contract for the construction of said bridges and 
approaches with the county of Hawaii under the provisions of 
Act 6 of the special session of 1918. 


Section 3. The amount hereby appropriated under this 
Aet shall become available, and the construction of said bridges 
and approaches shall commence as soon as the contract herein 
provided for shall be entered into.

Szcrron 1. The sum of four thousand dollars ($4,000.00) 
is hereby appropriated out of any moneys in the treasury of 
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the Territory of Hawaii not otherwise appropriated for the 
purpose of defraying expenses of quarantine and medical serv- 
ices in the Territory of Hawaii increased during the recent 
outbreak of influenza and diphtheria. 


Srcrion 2. The said sum of four thousand dollars ($4,- 
000.00) hereby appropriated shall be disbursed on warrants 
drawn by the auditor of the Territory, based upon vouchers 
approved by the president of the territorial board of health. 


Szoriow 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval..

AN ACT ro EsrAsLISH A University or Hawarr. 
Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Srcrion 1. There is hereby established a university of Ha- 
waii which shall consist of the college of agriculture or me- 
chanie arts heretofore known and designated as the college of 
Hawaii, hereafter to be designated as the college of applied 
science, a college of arts and sciences and such other depart- 
ments as may from time to time be established. 


Srction 9. The affairs of the university of Hawaii shall 
be under the general management and control of a board of 
regents consisting of seven members of which the president of 
the university, who shall act as secretary to the board, and the 
president of the board of agriculture and forestry shall be mem- 
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bers ex-officio, and the’ other five members shall be appointed 
by the governor of the Territory of Hawaii as by law provided. - 
The regents shall be residents of the Territory of Hawaii, and 
the appointed members shall be appointed for terms of five years 
or the unexpired periods thereof in such manner that the term 
of one regent shall expire at the close of the 30th day of April 
each year. Such terms shall begin on the first day of May in 
each year, and the terms of the regents of the college of Ha- 
waii as of June 30, 1919, in the order of their appointments, 
shall continue, as terms of appointments as regents of the uni- 
versity of Hawaii, to expire immediately preceding the first 
day of May in each of the five years beginning with 1921. 


SECTION 3. The board of regents shall have general manage- 
ment and control of the affairs of the university. It shall have 
the power to appoint a treasurer and such other officers as it 
deems necessary, and to require them to give bonds in such 
amounts as it may prescribe and in the form prescribed by law 
for bonds of public officers. It shall have power to purchase or 
otherwise acquire lands, buildings, appliances and other prop- 
erty for the purposes of the university and expend such sums 
of money as may be from time to time placed at the disposal 
of the university from whatever source. All lands, buildings, 
appliances and other property so purchased or acquired shall be 
and remain the property of the Territory of Hawaii to be used 
in perpetuity for the benefit of the university. 

The official name of the board of regents shall be board of 
regents, university of Hawaii, and the board shall adopt and 
use a common seal by which all official acts shall be authenti- 
cated. 


Section 4. The grants of moneys and the purposes of said 
grants authorized by the Act of Congress approved August 30, 
1890, known as the Second Morrill Act providing for the en- 
dowment and maintenance of colleges for the benefit of agri- 
culture and mechanic arts, and by the Acts of Congress ap- 
proved March 2, 1887, and March 16, 1906, providing for ag- 
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ricultural experiment stations in connection with colleges of 
agriculture and mechanic arts, and by any other Act or Acts 
of Congress for similar purposes, heretofore assented to in be- 
half of the college of Hawaii, are hereby reassented to in be- 
half of the college of applied science as an integral part of 
the university of Hawaii. 


Sxcrrow 5. The purposes of the university are to give thor- 
ough instruction and conduct researches in, and disseminate 
knowledge of, agriculture, mechanie arts, mathematieal, physi- 
cal, natural, economie, political and social sciences, languages, 
literature, history, philosophy, and such other branches of ad- 
vanced learning as the board of regents may from time to time 
prescribe, and to give such military instruction as the board of 
regents may prescribe and the federal government require. 
The standard of instruction shall be equal to that given and re- 
quired in similar universities on the mainland of the United 
States, and upon the successful completion of the prescribed 
courses the board of regents is authorized to confer a corre- 
sponding degree upon all students who shall become entitled 
thereto. 


Section 6. No person shall, because of sex, color or na- 
tionality, be deprived of the privileges of this institution. 


Szctron 7. The faculties of the university shall be under 
the direction of a president who shall be appointed by the board 
of regents of which be becomes ex-officio a member. The 
board of regents shall appoint such deans, directors, other mem- 
bers of the faculties, and employees as may be required to carry 
out of the purposes of the institution, prescribe their salaries 
and terms of service, where such salaries and terms of service 
are not specifically fixed by legislative enactment, make and en- 
force rules governing sabbatical leaves with or without pay, 
consistent with the practice of similar institutions on the main- 
land, and notwithstanding the laws of the Territory of Ha- 
waii relating to vacations of the officers and employees of the 
Territory.

Section 8. The board of regents shall have the authority 
to sue in its official name and shall be subject to be sued only in 
the manner provided for suits against the Territory of Hawaii. 


Section 9. Moneys appropriated by the legislature for the 
university of Hawaii shall be payable by the territorial treas- 
urer, upon warrants issued by the territorial auditor, upon 
vouchers approved by the board of regents. All moneys re- 
ceived by or in behalf of the board of regents or the university, 
other than those received from the United States government or 
other governments, shall be paid into the territorial treasury, 
and all such moneys are hereby appropriated for the use of the 
university. The board of regents shall cause to be kept suitable 
books of account, and shall annually submit to the governor, to 
be by him submitted to the legislature a statement showing its 
receipts from all sources, and expenditures for all purposes. 


Section 10. All obligations, rights, privileges, and property 
whatsoever belonging or appertaining to the board of regents 
of the college of Hawaii or the college of Hawaii are hereby 
transferred to the board of regents of the university of Hawaii 
and the university of Hawaii. 


Section 11. Chapter 28, sections 330 to 338, inclusive, of 
the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, are hereby repealed. 


Section 12. This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1920.

AN ACT to Prevent, Suppress AND Eraproate Bovine Tu- 
BERCULOSIS AND TO PROVIDE FOR THE INDEMNIFICATION 
or Owners or Carre Drstrovep UnpEer THE PRovt- 
sions oF Tuis Act, AnD TO REPEAL Aor 121, Session 
Laws or 1917. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawai: 


Bovine tuberculosis, a disease transmissible to human beings, 
and especially to children, through the consumption of milk 
from tuberculous cows, being prevalent in the Territory of Ha- 
wali, the board of commissioners of agriculture and forestry is 
hereby authorized and empowered to take the following meas- 
ures for the prompt prevention, suppression and eradication of 
bovine tuberculosis : 


SEcTION 1. All dairy cattle within this Territory more than 
six months old, and all cattle suspected of being affected with 
tuberculosis, shall be tuberculin-tested not oftener than once 
in six months, except in cases of herds having more than 15% 
tuberculous at the last test in which cases more frequent tests 
may be made, and when found to be so affected either upon 
physical examination or by means of the tuberculin test the 
affected cattle shall be branded on the left cheek with the reg- 
istered brand “T R”, and shall be appraised and slaughtered 
within a time and at a place designated by the territorial vet- 
erinarian, his assistant or deputy. 


Section 2. Appraisal. The territorial veterinarian, his as- 
sistant or deputy, making the examination or test is hereby au- 
thorized, subject to approval by the board of commissioners of 
agriculture and forestry, to make an agreement with the owner 
as to the valuation of the animal or animals condemned. In 
case no agreement can be reached, the president of the board 
or his duly authorized agent shall choose one disinterested citi- 
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zen, the.owner another and the two so chosen shall designate a 
third, the three to act as a board of appraisers, who shall ap- 
praise such animal or animals and whose decision or the de- 
cision of a majority of which shall in all cases be final. All 
appraisals of cattle condemned under this Act, whether by 
agreement or by a board of appraisers, shall be based on the 
market value of such animal or animals on the day of appraisal. 
All appraisals shall be signed by the owner and the appraiser 
or appraisers, and shall be reported to the president of the 
board of agriculture and forestry. Compensation for appraisers 
appointed or selected pursuant to this Act shall not exceed five 
dollars per diem and their necessary traveling expenses. The 
compensation of the two selected appraisers shall be borne by 
the owner in case the board of appraisers fail to increase the 
valuation made by the territorial veterinarian, his assistant or 
deputy, with the approval of said board of commissioners. 
Otherwise the three appraisers shall be paid by the board of ag- 
riculture and forestry. 


Section 8. Disposal of tuberculous animals. All cattle re- 
acting to the tuberculin test shall immediately be segregated 
and arrangements shall be made for their slaughter within a 
reasonable time thereafter. Such slaughter and inspection shall 
be under the direct supervision of the territorial veterinarian, 
his assistant or deputy, and in accordance with the meat in- 
spection regulations of the federal bureau of animal industry. 
The owner shall then sell those parts of the carcass, which are 
found to be wholesome at the current market price for that class 
of meat and shall be indemnified as hereinafter provided for. 


Section 4. Indemnification. The amount of indemnifica- 
tion shall be based upon the results of the post-mortem inspec- 
tion as follows: 

(a) If an animal is found upon post-mortem examination 
not to be affected with tuberculosis the owner shall be paid the 
full appraised value less the salvage of the carcass. 

(b) If an animal is found upon post-mortem examination 
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to be affected with tuberculosis and the lesions are such that 
the carcass and parts thereof are passed for food, the owner 
shall be paid 80 per cent of the appraised value, less the salvage 
of the carcass; except that the total indemnification hereunder 
shall in no case exceed the sum of three hundred fifty dollars 
($350.00) for a pure bred, registered or entitled to registry ani- 
mal, nor the sum of two hundred fifty dollars ($250.00) for 
a grade animal. 

(c) If an animal is found upon post-mortem examination 
to be so extensively affected with tuberculosis as to be unfit for 
food the carcass and parts thereof shall be condemned for offal 
and the owner shall receive 50 per cent of the appraised value, 
less the salvage of the carcass, if any; except that such total 
indemnification shall not exceed the amounts set forth in para- 
graph (b) hereinabove. 

The amount of indemnification being thus ascertained, the 
owner may present a claim upon the territorial treasurer there- 
for. The payment of such claim shall be made upon vouchers 
approved by the president of the board of agriculture and for- 
estry and supported by the owners’ and appraisers report, the 
receipt for the amount of salvage, the inspector’s report, on the 
presence or otherwise of tuberculosis lesions and the disposition 
of the carcass with the date and place of slaughter, provided (a) 
that the owner shall receive no compensation unless the board 
shall be satisfied that the premises have been kept in a sanitary 
condition and that the owner has cooperated with the board and 
complied with its rules and regulations; and provided (b) that 
the board shall not certify to any claim for compensation until 
the infected premises have been disinfected, and sanitary and 
hygienic conditions are approved by said board after report by 
the territorial veterinarian, his assistant or deputy; and pro- 
vided (c) that no payment shall be made for any imported ani- 
mal which the board of agriculture and forestry has found neces- 
sary to quarantine and retest upon arrival, unless such animal 
has been in the Territory six months from the date of said re- 
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test, or unless such animal is found upon post-mortem exam- 
ination not to be affected with tuberculosis. 

In ease of any report or ruling adverse to the owner here 
under, said owner shall be given a hearing before said board 
before a final ruling is made. l 


Srecrron 5. The board of agriculture and forestry is hereby 
authorized to cooperate with the federal bureau of animal in- 
dustry in its efforts to eradicate bovine tuberculosis or any other 
transmissible disease of animals. 


SxorioN 6. For the purpose of this Act, the sum of twenty 
thousand dollars ($20,000.00), in addition to any moneys now 
appropriated and available for this purpose, is hereby appro- 
priated. 


Secrron 7. Act 121, Session Laws of 1917, is hereby re- 
pealed. 


SEorrow 8. This Act shall take effect upon its approval. 
Approved this 30th day of April, A. D. 1919.

“Section 2174. Election to determine issuance. No bonds 
shall be issued until the board of supervisors shall cause an 
election to be held in such county on the question of the issuance 
of such bonds. In case at least sixty-five per cent of the regis- 
tered voters of said county voting at such election shall vote 
affirmatively for the issuance of such bonds, or, where the bal- 
lot shall indicate more than one item or project for which bonds 
may be issued, then in case at least sixty-five per cent of the 
registered voters of said county voting on said items or projects 
at such election shall vote affirmatively for the issuance of bonds 
for one or more of such items or projects, the treasurer of such 
county shall issue such bonds as were so affirmatively voted for, 
and not otherwise; provided, however, that no such issue of 
bonds shall be ade until approved by the president of the 
United States in accordance with law.” 


Section 2. This Act shall take effect on its approval.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Secrion 1. Section 1 of Act 117 of the Session Laws of 
1915 is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 1. Rate on person’s income. In addition to the 
tax of two per cent., authorized to be levied, assessed and col- 
lected upon the gains, profits, and incomes of persons in the 
Territory of Hawaii under the provisions of chapter 94 of the 
Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, there shall be levied, assessed 
and collected annually upon the gains, profits and incomes over 
and above six thousand dollars ($6,000.00) derived by every 
person residing in the Territory, from all property owned, and 
every business, trade, profession, employment or vocation car- 
ried on in the Territory, and by every person residing without 
the Territory, from all property owned, and every business, pro- 
fession, employment or vocation carried on in the Territory, 
and by every servant or officer of the Territory, wherever resid- 
ing, a tax of two per cent., on the amount so derived during 
the taxation periods defined by this Act; provided, however, 
that such tax shall not be levied or assessed upon money and 
the value of personal property acquired by will or inheritance 
otherwise taxed as such.” 


Section 2. Section 9 of Act 117 of the Session Laws of 
1915 is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 2. On corporation income. In addition to the tax 
of two per cent., authorized to be levied, assessed and collected 
upon the gains, profits and income of corporations as provided 
in said chapter 94, there shall be levied, assessed and collected 
annually upon the net profit on income above actual operating 
and business expenses derived during the taxation periods de- 
fined by this Act, from all property owned, and every business, 
trade, employment or vocation carried on in the Territory, of all 
corporations doing business for profit in the Territory, no matter 
where created or organized, a tax of two per cent., on the amount 
so derived during the taxation periods as defined by this Act. 
Provided, however, that nothing herein contained shall apply 
to corporations, companies or associations, conducted solely for 
charitable, religious, educational or scientific purposes, includ- 
ing fraternal beneficiary societies, nor to insurance companies, 
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taxed on a percentage of the premiums under the authority of 
another law.” 


Section 3. Section 6 of Act 117 of the Session Laws of 
1915, as amended by Act 202 of the Session Laws of 1915, and 
as further amended by Act 88 of the Session Laws of 1917, is 
hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 6. This Act shall take effect on January 1, 1920, 
and shall continue in force to and including December 31, 1921, 
provided that all taxes assessed under the provisions of this Act 
which shall remain unpaid at the end of said period, shall be 
subject to collection and enforcement in the same manner as 
though all the provisions of this Act were still in force with 
respect thereto.”

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Secrion 1. Act 42 of the Session Laws of 1903, provid- 
ing for publie loans, approved April 25, 1908, as amended by 
Act 9 of the Session Laws of 1904, by Act 113 of the Session 
Laws of 1909, by Act 89 of the Session Laws of 1911, by Act 
134 of the Session Laws of 1913, and by Act 228 of the Ses- 
sion Laws of 1917, is hereby amended, and re-enacted in whole, 
to read as follows: i 


“Section 1. The treasurer of the Territory is hereby authori- 
zed and empowered, with the approval of the governor, to issue 
from time to time bonds of the Territory of Hawaii, with in- 
terest conpons attached thereto, to an amount not exceeding a 
total outstanding bond debt of fifteen million dollars ($15,- 
000,000.00), the principal and interest to be paid in gold coin 
of the United States of America, or its equivalent at its present 
standard of weight and fineness, in the manner, upon the terms 
and for the purposes in this Act stated. It is provided, how- 
ever, that any bonds hereafter issued under the provisions of 
Chapter 88 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, for the pur- 
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pose of refunding authorized bonds shall not be computed as a 
part of the limit of bond issue herein provided for. 


“Section 2. No such bonds shall be issued, except in pur- 
suance of an act of the legislature defining the purposes for 
which the same are to be issued, nor until approved by the 
president of the United States. 


“Section 3. All bonds issued under authority of this act 
shall bear interest, payable semi-annually, at a rate of not more 
than five per cent. per annum and be made payable or redeem- 
able and payable at such time or times from the date of issue 
thereof as will comply with the provisions of an aet of congress 
of the United States, approved April 30, 1900, entitled ‘An Act 
to provide a government for the Territory of Hawaii,’ and any 
amendments thereto in effect at the date of issue of said bonds. 


“Section 4. All such bonds shall be exempt from any and all 
taxes whatsoever, and the payment of the principal and interest 
thereof shall constitute a charge upon the consolidated revenues 
of the Territory. 


“Section 5. The proceeds of the bonds so issued shall be ex- 
clusively devoted to the purposes for which the same are issued, 
as expressed in act of the legislature under which the issue of 
the bonds is authorized. 


“Section 6. The treasurcr of the Territory may, with the 
approval of the governor, determine the denominations of such 
bonds to be issued under the authority of this act, and the place 
in which the principal and interest of such bonds, or any of 
them, shall be payable, and the method of their redemption. 
He may make such arrangements as may be necessary or proper 
for the sale of the whole or any part of the authorized issue. 
Such arrangements shall provide for the sale of such bonds by 
the government itself, by publie advertisement for tenders, but 
no bonds shall be issued at less than two per cent. below their 
normal par value; or the treasurer may, with the approval of

the governor, accept any bid without public advertisement for 
tenders, provided such bid shall be even with or above the figure 
of the last sale made in pursuance of public advertisement for 
tenders.

Upon the completion of such list, the surveyor 
shall publish the same in a newspaper of general circulation 
throughout the Territory at least once each week for four (4) 
successive weeks, together with the name or names of the last 
known owner or owners, and with a notice that unless such 
unsurveyed lands have had their boundaries properly and 
legally determined prior to July 1, 1923, the Territory of 
Hawaii shall proceed in the manner hereinafter provided for.

All those certain pieces or parcels of land sit- 
uated at Waikiki, city and county of Honolulu, Territory of 
Hawaii, now used as an aquarium and more fully described 
in registered map No. 1079 as lots 127 and 128, are hereby 
set aside for public purposes, to wit: for the purposes of an 
- aquarium and marine biological laboratory under the direction 
of the board of regents of the college of Hawaii. 


Section 2. The board of regents of the college of Hawaii 
shall establish and at all times maintain upon said lands an 
aquarium for the exhibition to the public of fishes and other 
forms of marine life. 


Section 3. The said board of regents may charge the pub- 
lic for admission to said aquarium a fee not to exceed twenty- 
five cents for adults, and ten cents for children; provided, 
however, that on one day of each and every week admission 
to said aquarium shall be free. 


Section 4. The said board of regents shall deposit all 
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admission fees in a special fund, to be used by said board of 
regents for the maintenance and support of said aquarium and 
said marine biological laboratory, and shall, in the month of 
January of each and every year, file with the governor a 
full and complete statement of receipts and disbursements 
under said special fund for the previous year ending Decem- 
ber 31. 


Section 5. This Act shall take effect on July 1, 1919.

TURE, MAINTENANCE, DISTRIBUTION, AND SUPPLY OF 
Execrric Light anp Power Wiruim THE MAKAWAO 
Disrgicr, Country or Mavi, Trerrirory or Hawai. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


‘Srction 1. Harold W. Rice, David C. Lindsay and An- 
tone F. Tavares, of Paia, district of Makawao, county of 
Maui, Territory of Hawaii, their associates, successors and 
assigns, or such corporation as they or their associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns shall cause to be incorporated under the 
laws of the Territory of Hawaii (they and their associates, 
successors and assigns being hereinafter referred to as the 
"assoelation"), be and hereby are vested with the right, author- 
ity and privilege for the term of fifty (50) years from and 
after the date of the approval of this Act by the congress of 
the United States to manufacture, sell, furnish and supply 
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electric light, electric current, or electric power in the Maka- 
wao district, county of Maui, Territory of Hawaii, for the 
lighting of streets, roads, public or private buildings or for 
motive power, or for any other purpose which they may deem 
advisable, and from time to time for said term of fifty (50) 
years, for the purpose herein mentioned, to construct, main- 
tain, and operate suitable poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, 
lamp-posts, conductors, conduits and such other appliances and 
appurtenances as may from time to time be necessary for the 
transmission, distribution or supply of electricity to consumers 
' thereof, under, along, upon and over the streets, sidewalks, 
roads, squares, bridges, alleys, and lanes in the Makawao dis- 
trict, county of Maui, Territory of Hawaii, and to connect, by 
means of the said lines, wires, and conductors, any manufac- 
tory, private or public buildings, lamps, lamp-posts, or other 
structure or object with the place of supply. 


Srorron 2. All poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp- 
posts, conductors, conduits, and other appliances, constructed, 
maintained, or operated under, along, upon or over the streets, 
sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in the said 
Makawao district shall be so constructed, maintained and 
operated by the association as to not unnecessarily interfere 
with the use of such streets, sidewalks, roads, squares, bridges, 
alleys and lanes by the public. 


Section 3. The said association, its representatives, suc- 
eessors and assigns, shall be responsible for any damage, either 
to person or property resulting from any act or negligence on 
its part, which may occur by reason of the exercise of any of 
the privileges herein granted. 


Section 4. If said association, its representatives, suc- 
cessors and assigns, shall fail or refuse to do or perform or 
comply with any of the provisions of this Act, or the laws of 
the Territory of Hawaii, and continue to refuse or fail to per- 
form or comply therewith after reasonable notice given by the 
public utilities commission to comply therewith, said commis- 
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sion may cause proceedings to be instituted before any appro- 
priate tribunal to have the franchise hereby granted and all 
rights and privileges accruing hereunder forfeited and de- 
clared null and void, and in case of a forfeiture of this fran- 
chise the Territory of Hawaii, the county of Maui, or any 
political subdivision thereof, shall have the right to purchase 
all the property of the association within the said Makawao 
district at the value thereof, such value to be determined as 
provided in section 16 hereof. l 


Section 5. The association shall have the right to main- 
tain, operate and use electric meters or other means of meas- 
uring electrice light, power or current supply from time to 
time and so locate the same at such places as may be deemed 
necessary for its protection. That said association shall have 
the right to charge, receive and collect from all consumers of 
electricity such reasonable prices as may from time to time 
be fixed and determined by the association. 


Section 6. Said association shall have the right to charge 
consumers or applicants for the use of electricity for one-half 
of the cost and expenses of making connections between the 
company’s line and the premises where the electricity is to be 
used, such cost and expenses to include the price of all wire, 
poles, insulators and other materials and labor necessary to be 
used in making such connections; provided, however, that the 
association shall not be required to make, construct or main- 
tain said connection as aforesaid, or supply light, or power 
unless the applicant or applicants for such light or power, if 
required, shall deposit in advance with the association a sum 
of money sufficient to pay one-half of the cost and expenses of 
making and constructing such connections, and for current, for 
a period of one month in advance. 


Section 7. The publie utilities commission of the Terri- 
tory of Hawaii is hereby granted the power to order said asso- 
ciation, its successors or assigns, to make extensions of its ser- 
vice lines whenever it shall be made to appear that said exten- 
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sion is a public necessity and that the total plant of said asso- 
ciation, including such extension or extensions, can be made 
to earn a reasonable profit on the reasonable cost and main- 
tenance of the same; provided, that all orders of the public 
utilities commission herein provided for shall be subject to 
review by the courts of the Territory as provided by law. 


Section 8. The association shall have the right to discon- 
tinue or cut off the supply of electricity to any consumer who 
shall refuse to pay the amount due for electricity supplied by 
said association, within such reasonable time as said associa- 
tion, subject, however, to the prior approval of the public util- 
ities commission, may fix for the payment of the same, and 
such discontinuance of service or supply of electricity shall 
not be a bar to or prejudice the rights of the association in 
any remedy or remedies now, or which may hereafter be au- 
thorized by law for the recovery and collection of the amount 
due. 


Section 9. The board of supervisors of the county of 
Maui, as to the location thereof and the publie utilities com- 
mission in all other respects, is hereby authorized to make, and 
from time to time change, amend or add to reasonable rules 
regulating the plaeing of poles and wires, the insulation of 
wires and apparatus carrying electric current, and the main- 
tenance in good repair of all poles, wires and apparatus, and 
generally concerning the manufacture and supply of elec- 
trieity which may be necessary or proper for the publie safety 
and welfare. If at any time the association, after reason- 
able notice given to it in writing, shall fail to observe or exe- 
eute the rules and regulations hereinabove provided for, rela- 
tive to the plaeing of poles and wires, the insulation of wires 
and apparatus carrying electric current and the repair of all 
poles and appliances, the publie utilities commission, after 
giving the association reasonable notice thereof in writing of 
its intention so to do, may permit the board of supervisors of 
the county of Maui to proceed to remedy such repair and the 
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eost of such repairs or charges may be recovered from the 
association by the county of Maui. 


Section 10. The entire plant, corporation, books, and ac- 
counts of the association shall at all times be subject to the 
inspeetion of the board of supervisors of the county of Maui 
or other officer appointed by it for that purpose. 


Srction 11. The association shall, within one month after 
the expiration of each calendar year, file with the board of 
supervisors a detailed statement, showing all of its receipts 
and expenditures during the preceding year and shall, at the 
time, pay to the county treasurer of the county of Maui, for 
and on behalf of said county two and one-half per centum of 
the gross receipts of the association from all electric light or 
power furnished to consumers during the preceding calendar 
year; and all its books, papers, records and accounts shall, at 
all reasonable times, be open to the inspection by the board 
of supervisors and their respective agents appointed for such 
purpose. 


Srction 12. Said association shall have the right to acquire, 
hold, or take over, either by purchase or lease, property both 
real, personal, or mixed, and such other property as may be 
deemed necessary or essential for the proper conduct of its 
business. Said association shall, however, not have the right to 
purchase franchises and property of whatever nature of, nor 
shares of stock in, or bonds of another company or corporation 
of like nature. 


Srcrton 13. The said association whenever, from time to 
time, it shall deem expedient in the furtherance of the objects 
of the association, shall have the power to borrow money and 
secure the payment thereof with interest agreed upon, by mort- 
gage of all or any part of its property and the franchise and 
privilege granted or obtained by virtue of this Act, or if it be 
deemed advisable, bonds may be issued, secured by deed of 
trust of such property as aforesaid not to exceed sixty per 
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centum of the actual value thereof, together with all future 
acquired property, as well as the income and receipts of the 
property from whatever sources derived and in such form and 
under such terms as said association may deem advisable; pro- 
vided, that nothing in this seetion'contained shall operate to 
prevent said association from obtaining the usual business 
credits or making promissory notes without security, and pro- 
vided, further, that the association shall not issue stock in ex- 
cess of the amount paid to it in cash and twenty-five thousand 
dollars ($25,000.00) additional, nor shall issue bonds at less 
than ninety per centum of their par valuc; and the entire 
proceeds of its stock and bonds shall be applied to capital ex- 
penditures. No member of the association or any assignee or 
successor of the same, and no stockholder or officer thereof 
shall become interested, directly or indirectly, in any contract 
made by the association, its assignees or successors, in the con- 
struction of any part of the works. 


Section 14. Time of commencing work. It is further pro- 
vided, that the right hereby granted shall cease and deter- 
mine, if operations hereunder are not commenced by beginning 
the construction of buildings or other works for manufactur- 
ing or supplying electric light and power, or by placing poles 
and wiring the same, or constructing conduits and laying 
wires therein in any of the streets, roads or other places for 
the purpose of conducting electrice light and power, and not 
less than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) shall have been 
expended thereon, within two years from and after the date 
of approval of this Act by the congress of the United States, 
and also, if sufficient works are not completed and in opera- 
tion to supply electric light and power and if electric light 
and power is not supplied within two years after such com- 
mencement. 


Srctron 15. This franchise may at any time be amended 
or repealed by the congress of the United States, or by the 
legislature of the Territory of Hawaii with the approval of 
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the congress of the United States, and the rights, privileges 
and powers by this Act conferred shall not be construed to be 
exclusive. And said association and the franchise, rights and 
privileges granted by this Act shall be subject, as to reason- 
ableness of rates, prices and charges, and in all respects, to 
the laws establishing a publie utility commission and such 
other laws of a general nature as may be applicable, from 
time to time, to electric ight and power plants, or the com- 
panies operating them in the Territory of Hawaii- or the 
county of Maui or its successors. 


Section 16. The Territory of Hawaii, the county of 
Maui, or any political subdivision thereof, may at any time 
after the expiration of twenty (20) years from the date of 
the passage of this Act by the congress of the United States, 
and upon six months notice in writing to the association, 
given pursuant to proper authority, when so authorized by 
the legislature of the Territory of Hawaii, acquire by pur- 
chase all the property of the association, subject to the then 
existing charges thereon. 

The amount to be paid to the association for such purchase 
shall be determined by a commission of three persons, one to 
be appointed by the association, or in ease it should fail to do so 
within thirty days after having been requested to do so by 
the purchaser, then by the chief justice of the supreme court 
of Hawaii, one by the purchaser, and the third by the two so 
appointed, or in case they should fail to agree upon the third 
member within thirty days, then by said chief justice, any 
such action by the chief justice to be taken only after giving 
to each party notice and an opportunity to be heard, but such 
amount shall in no ease exceed the actual cost or the actual 
value of the tangible property or the actual cost of repro- 
ducing or replacing it, less depreciation and less the charges 
thereon. The value of the franchise or good will or any other 
intangible element shall not be considered in determining the 
amount to be paid. 

Either the association, or the purchaser, may appeal to the 
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supreme court of Hawaii from the decision of such commis- 
sion by filing a written notice of appeal with the commission 
within five days after the decision is rendered. It shall 
thereupon be the duty of the commission immediately to cer- 
tify up to the supreme court the record of its proceedings, 
showing in such certificate the valuation claimed by the asso- 
ciation, the valuation claimed by the purchaser, and the val- 
uation as determined by the commission. Such certificate 
shall be’ accompanied by copies of all papers, documents, and 
evidence upon which the decision of the commission was 
based and a copy of such decision. Upon any such appeal the 
supreme court may, in its behalf take or require further evi- 
dence to be introduced by either party. 

Within six months after the determination of the purchase 
price as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the association, 
and thereupon the franchise granted hereby shall cease and 
determine, and all the property of said association shall be- 
come the property of such purchaser without any further con- 
veyanee, but said association shall make all such further convey- 
ances as may be desired by the purchaser and approved by 
said commission or said court on appeal. 


Section 17. This Aet shall take effect and become law 
from and after the date of its approval by the governor of the 
Territory of Hawaii, subject, however, to the approval of the 
congress of the United States, provided that such approval by 
congress shall be obtained within three years after such ap- 
proval by the governor.

AN ACT to AvrHorizE AND PROVIDE ror THE MANUFAC- 
TURE, MAINTENANCE, DISTRIBUTION AND SuPPLY or 
ELECTRIC CURRENT FOR Ligur AND POWER AT PAHOA, 
IN THE DISTRICT OF Puna, County AND TERRITORY OF 
Hawan. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. Gilbert Hay of Pahoa, district of Puna, 
county of Hawaii, Territory of Hawai, his associates, suc- 
cessors and assigns, or such corporations as he may or they 
shall cause to be incorporated under the laws of the Territory 
of Hawaii (he or they being hereinafter referred to as “the 
association”), are hereby granted the right, authority and 
privilege to manufacture, sell, furnish and supply electric 
light, electric current, or electric power, at Pahoa in the dis- 
trict of Puna, island and county of Hawaii, Territory of 
Hawaii, for lighting the streets, roads, publie and pri- 
vate buildings, or for motive power, or for any other purpose 
which the association may deem advisable, and, from time to 
time, for the purposes above mentioned, subject to the ap- 
proval and supervision of the board officials having charge of 
said streets, or roads, as to location, and the public utilities 
commission in all other respects, to construct, maintain and 
operate suitable poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, 
conductors, conduits, and such other appliances and appur- 
tenances as may from time to time be necessary for the trans- 
mission, distribution, or supply of electricity to consumers 
thereof, under, along, upon and over the streets, sidewalks, roads, 
squares, bridges, alleys, and lanes at Pahoa in said district of 
Puna on said island of Hawaii, and to connect the said wires, 
lines, and conductors, with any manufactory, private or pub- 
lic buildings, lamps, lamp posts, or other structure or object 
with the place of supply. 
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Section 2. Rules and regulations. The officials or boards 
having charge of said streets or roads, as to location, and the 
publie utilities commission in all other respects, are hereby 
authorized to make, from time to time, change, amend or add 
to, reasonable rules regulating the placing of poles, the in- 
sulation of wires and apparatus carrying electric current, the 
excavation of conduits, and the maintenance in good repair of 
all poles, wires, and apparatus generally, concerning the man- 
ufacture and supply of electricity which may be necessary for 
the safety and welfare. 


Secrion 3. Poles not to interfere with streets, etc. All 
poles, lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, conductors, con- 
duits and other apparatus constructed, maintained or oper- 
ated under, along, upon or over the streets, sidewalks, roads, 
squares, bridges, alleys and lanes at Pahoa in said district, on 
the island of Hawaii, shall be so constructed, and maintained 
and operated by the association, as not to unnecessarily 
interfere with the use of such streets, sidewalks, roads, 
squares, bridges, alleys and lanes by the public. 


Section 4. Plant subject to inspection. The entire plant, 
lines, poles, and all other apparatus, and equipment shall, at 
all times, be subject and open to the inspection of the officials 
of boards having charge of said streets, or roads, or any 
officer appointed by them for that purpose. 


Sxorrow 5. Meters, charges, reasonableness how deter- 
mined. The association shall also have the right to maintain, 
use and operate electric meters, or other means for measuring 
electric light, power or current supplied from time to time, 
and to locate the same at such places as may be deemed neces- 
sary, for their protection; and also to charge, receive, and 
collect from all consumers of electricity, such reasonable 
priees as may be from time to time fixed and determined by 
the association. 


Section 6. Charges for making connections. The associa- 
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tion shall also have the right to charge consumers, or appli- 
cants for the use of electricity, for one-half of the costs and 
expense of making connections between the nearest line of 
supply and the premises where the electricity is to be used; 
such cost and expense to include the price of all wires, poles, 
insulators and other materials and labor necessary to be used 
in making such connections; provided, however, that the said 
association, shall not be required to make, construct or main- 
tain said connections as aforesaid for supplying light or power, 
unless the applicants therefor, if required, shall deposit in ad- 
vance with them, a sum of money sufficient to pay one-half of 
the total cost and expense of making and constructing such 
connections and for current for the period of one month. 


Srction "7. Right to acquire property, limits to. The 
association shall have the right to acquire, hold or take over, 
either by purchase or lease, property, both real, personal or 
mixed, as may be necessary or ions to the proper con- 
duet of his or their business. 


Section 8. Power to borrow money and issue bonds. The 
association whenever from time to time it shall be deemed 
expedient in the furtherance of the objects for which this 
franchise is granted, shall have the power to borrow money, 
and to secure the payment thereof, with the interest agreed 
upon by the mortgage of any or all of its property connected 
therewith, and all franchises and privileges granted or ob- 
tained by virtue of this Act, or if it is deemed advisable, 
bonds may be issued, secured by deed or trust of such prop- 
erty, not to exceed sixty per cent of the actual value thereof 
and all future property acquired, as well as the income and 
receipts of the property from whatever source derived and in 
such form and under such terms as he or they shall deem 
advisable, provided, that nothing in this section contained 
shall operate to prevent the association from obtaining the 
usual business credits, and to make promissory notes without 


security. 
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Section 9. Franchise not exclusive. It is hereby ex- 
pressly provided that nothing herein contained shall be so con- 
strued to grant to the association an exclusive right to furnish, 
sell or supply, electric current for light and power, and said 
association and the franchise, rights and privileges granted 
hereby shall be subject in all respects to such law establishing 
a public utility commission and such other laws of a general 
nature as may be applicable from time to time to electric 
light and power plants or the companies operating them in 
the Territory of Hawaii, or the county of Hawaii, or its suc- 
cessor. 


Section 10. Forfeiture of franchise. It is provided that if 
the said association shall fail or refuse to do or perform or 
comply with any of the provisions of this Act, or the laws 
of the Territory of Hawaii, or of the county of Hawaii, or 
the rules promulgated under section 2 of this Act, and con- 
tinues to refuse and fail to perform or comply therewith after 
reasonable notice given by the publie utilities commission, 
said commission may cause proceedings to be instituted before 
an appropriate tribunal to have the franchise granted hereby 
and all rights and privileges accruing thereunder forfeited 
and declared null and void. 


Section 11. The association shall, within one month after 
the expiration of each calendar year, file with the board of 
supervisors a detailed statement, showing all of its receipts 
and expenditures during the preceding year and shall, at the 
time, pay to the county treasurer of the county of Hawaii, 
for and on behalf of said county two and one-half per centum 
of the gross receipts of the association from all electric light or 
power furnished to consumers during the preceding calendar 
year; and all its books, papers, records and accounts shall, 
at all reasonable times, be open to the inspection of the board 
of supervisors and their agents appointed for such purpose. 


Section 12. Franchise subject to reasonableness, public 
utilities commission. This franchise and the person or cor- 
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poration holding the same shall be subject as to reasonableness 
of rates, prices and charges, and. in all other respects to the 
provisions of chapter 128 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1915, creating a public utilities commission, and all amend- 
ments thereof for the regulation of the public utilities com- 
mission in said Territory. 


Section 13. Power, publie utilities commission. The 
publie utilities commission of the Territory of Hawaii is 
hereby granted the power to order said association to make 
extensions of its service lines whenever it shall be made to 
appear that said extension is a public necessity and that the 
total plant of said association, including such extension or ex 
tensions, can be made to earn a reasonable profit on the rea- 
sonable cost and maintenance of the same; provided, that all 
orders of the public utilities commission herein provided for 
shall be subject to review by the courts of the Territory as 
provided by law. 


Section 14. Termination of right granted. The right 
hereby granted shall cease and determine if operations here- 
under are not commenced by beginning the construction of 
buildings or other work for manufacturing or supplying elec- 
tric current for light or power, or by placing poles and wiring 
the same, or constructing conduits and laying wires therein, 
in any of the streets, roads or other places, for the purpose of 
conducting electric current for light and power, and shall have 
actually expended in such work a sum not less than five 
thousand dollars ($5,000.00) within one year from and after 
the date of the approval of this Act by the congress of the 
United States. 


Section 15. Purchase by government. The Territory of 
Hawaii, the county of Hawaii, or any political subdivision 
thereof, may at any time and upon six months’ notice in writ- 
ing to the association, given pursuant to proper authority, 
when so authorized by the legislature of the Territory of 
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Hawaii, acquire by purchase all the property of the associa- 
tion, subject to the then existing charges thereon. 

The amount to be paid to the association for such purchase 
shall be determined by a commission of three persons, one to 
be appointed by the association, or in ease it should fail to do 
so within thirty days after having been requested to do so by 
the purchaser, then by the chief justice of the supreme court 
of Hawaii, one by the purchaser, and the third by the two so 
appointed, or in ease they should fail to agree upon the third 
member within thirty days, then by said chief justice, any 
such action by the chief justice to be taken only after giving 
to each party notice and an opportunity to be heard, but such 
amount shall in no ease exceed the actual cost or the actual 
value of the tangible property or the actual cost of repro- 
dueing or replacing it, less depreciation and less the charges 
thereon. The value of the franchise or good will or any other 
intangible element shall not be considered in determining the 
amount to be paid. 

Either the association or the purchaser may appeal to the 
supreme court of Hawaii from the decision of such commis- 
sion by filing a written notice of appeal with the commission 
within five days after the decision is rendered. It shall there- 
upon be the duty of the commission immediately to certify up 
to the supreme court the record of its proceedings, showing in 
such certificate the valuation claimed by the association, the 
value claimed by the purchaser, and the valuation as deter- 
mined by the commission. Such certificate shall be accom- 
panied by copies of all papers, documents, and evidence upon 
which the decision of the commission was based, and a copy 
of such decision. Upon any such appeal, the supreme court 
may, in its behalf, take or require further evidence to be 
introduced by either party. 

Within six months after the determination of the purchase 
price as aforesaid, the same shall be paid to the association, 
and thereupon the franchise granted hereby shall cease and 
determine, and all the property of said association shall be- 
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come the property of such purchaser without any. further con- 
veyance, but said association shall make all such further con- 
veyances as may be desired by the purchaser and approved by 
said commission or said court on appeal. 


Section 16. Franchise subject to amendment or repeal. 
The congress of the United States, or the legislature of the 
Territory of Hawaii, with the approval of the congress, may 
at any time alter, amend, or repeal this Act. 


Szerrow 17. When Act shall become effective. This Act 
shall take effect and be law from and after the date of its 
approval by the governor of the Territory of Hawaii, subject, 
however, to the approval of the congress of the United States, 
such approval of congress to be secured within two years from 
the date of such approval by the governor.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


SEcrioN 1. The Hilo Electric Light Company, Limited, 
its successors and assigns hereinafter referred to as the com- 
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pany, is hereby granted the right, authority and privilege to 
manufacture, sell, furnish and supply electric light, electric 
current or electric power in the districts of South Hilo, North 
Hilo, and the lands of Keeau and Olaa, district of Puna, on 
the island of Hawaii, Territory of Hawaii, for lighting the 
streets, roads, publie and private buildings, or for motor power 
or for any other purpose which the company may deem ad- 
visable, and from time to time, subject to the supervision of the 
board of officials having charge of said streets or roads, as to 
location, and to the public utilities commission in all other 
respects, to construct, maintain and operate suitable poles, 
lines, wires, cables, lamps, lamp posts, conduits and such 
other appliances and appurtenances as may be necessary for 
the transmission, distribution or supply of electricity to con- 
sumers thereof, under, along, upon, and over the streets, side- 
walks, roads, squares, bridges, alleys and lanes in said dis-

The owner or owners of such animals so taken up or impounded 
shall pay to the said police officer or such person or persons 
as may be authorized as aforesaid the sum of not more than 
fifty cents for each animal so trespassing as expenses incurred 
in taking up, driving and impounding said animal together 
with all pound' fees as provided in this chapter.

“The general election of elective officers of the county of 
Hawaii shall be held on Tuesday, the 3rd day of June, 1919, 
and the officers then elected or elected at the primary preceding 
such general election, as provided by law, shall take office on 
the 1st day of July, 1919, and shall hold office until their 
successors are elected and qualified; the next general election 
of such officers of the county of Hawaii after 1919 shall be 
held on the first Tuesday after the first Monday in the month 
of November in the year 1923 and every fourth year therc- 
after; and such officers elected in 1923 shall, in every fourth 
year thereafter, take office at 12 o'elock meridian on the 2nd 
day of the: month of January following their election, unless

AN ACT ro AmĮmEND Section 168 or tue Revisep Laws or 
Hawan, 1915, RerarING TO Pusiic Contracts. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Srorion 1. Section 168 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1915, is hereby amended to read as follows: 
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“Section 168. No officer or head of any department of the 
Territory or of any political or municipal subdivision thereof 
having the power to make or award a contract on the part of 
such government shall, on behalf of the Territory or of such 
political or municipal subdivision thereof under which he may 
þe elected or appointed as the case may be, make or award or 
participate in the awarding of a contract to himself or to any 
partnership or corporation in which he is a member or stock- 
holder when such contract involves the expenditure of govern- 
ment funds in the excess of fifty dollars ($50.00). 

“Nor shall any officer or head of any department of the Ter- 
ritory or political or municipal subdivision thereof before or 
after award of contracts, gain an interest as sub-contractor or 
otherwise for which he shall receive a consideration of over fifty 
dollars ($50.00) in any contract which he has made or awarded 
or participated in the making or awarding of, on behalf of the 
Territory or on behalf of any political or municipal subdivision 
thereof under which he may be elected or appointed, as the case 
may be. 

“Provided, that this section shall not apply in case such con- 
tract is made with a corporation in which the officer of the Ter- 
ritory or political or municipal subdivision thereof has the 
ownership of not more than five per cent (5%) of the capital 
stock if it be a corporation or joint stock company. 

“Provided, further, that this section shall not apply in case 
any contract made by the Territory or any political or munici- 
pal subdivision thereof is awarded to the lowest responsible bid- 
der after advertisement for sealed tenders according to law in 
cases where the sum to be expended shall be one thousand dol- 
lars ($1,000.00) or more; or if the sum to be expended be less 
than one hundred dollars ($100.00) or more than fifty dollars 
($50.00), this section shall not apply in case any contract is 
awarded to the lowest responsible bidder when requests of the 
same character have been made to the principal dealers, con- 
tractors, persons, partnerships or corporations doing such work 
or selling sueh commodities for sealed tenders for the same."

AN ACT ro ENCOURAGE THE ESTABLISHMENT OF A RURAL 
Porurarvi0N By Provipine Loaxs to Assist AGRICUL- 
TURAL DEVELOPMENT. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. That the short title of this Act shall be “The 
Farm Loan Act of Hawaii.” Its administration shall be un- 
der the direction and control of the farm loan board of Hawaii 
hereinafter created. 


Secrion 2. Definitions. That wherever the term “first 
mortgage” is used in this Act it shall be held to include such 
classes of first liens on farm lands as shall be approved by the 
farm loan board of Hawaii, and the credit instruments se- 
eured thereby. 

That where the term “practical farmer" is used it shall be 
held to mean any person deriving the whole or a part of his 
living from active management of, or participation in, farm- 
ing in its broadest sense, including thereunder general farm- 
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ing, cane growing, fruit growing, the handling of livestock 
or poultry, and any other form of agricultural development. 

That where the term “farm land” is used, it shall be held 
to mean land used for any agricultural purpose whatever, in- 
cluding farming, cane growing, fruit growing, grazing, dairy- 
ing, the handling of any form of livestock or poultry, and any 
other form of agricultural development. 


Section 3. Farm loan board of Hawaii. There is hereby 
created and established at the seat of the government, a board 
charged with the execution of this Act, and all Acts amenda- 
tory thereof, to be known as “The Farm Loan Board of 
Hawaii.” 

Said farm loan board of Hawaii shall consist of three mem- 
bers to be appointed by the governor of the Territory in accord- 
ance with the requirements of the Organic Act. 

The members of said board shall receive one hundred dollars 
a month each as compensation for their services as such mem- 
bers and the attorney general, the commissioner of public lands 
and the treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii shall be eligible 
to membership on said board. When such officials as above 
named are appointed to serve as members of said board, they 
shall receive besides their salaries as officers of the government, 
as members of the board the additional compensation herein 
provided. The members of said board shall also receive, when 
engaged upon the work of the board, their necessary traveling 
expenses. 

The expenses of the farm loan board of Hawaii shall be paid 
out of any funds hereinafter provided for by this Act. 

The farm loan board of Hawaii shall be authorized and 
empowered to employ a secretary who shall devote his entire 
time to the business of the board. The salary of the secretary 
shall be at the rate of three hundred dollars per month, and 
together with his traveling expenses shall be paid out of funds 
provided for by this Act. 

The farm loan board of Hawaii shall, in February of each 
year, make a full report of its operations for the preceding 
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year, to the governor, who shall cause the same to be printed 
for the information of the legislature and the public. 

The farm loan board of Hawaii is hereby authorized to pre- 
pare from time to time bulletins setting forth the principal 
features of this Act, the advantages of amortized farm loans, 
and the protection afforded under this Act; and to distribute 
the same. Said board is hereby authorized to use a reasonable 
portion of its fund for the object specified in this paragraph. 
The seyeral tax assessors, deputy tax assesors, and sub-land 
agents throughout the Territory of Hawaii are hereby consti- 
tuted agents of the farm loan board for the purpose of apprais- 
ing and reporting upon the value of any property which may 
be the subject of a loan under this Act, and to assist and re- 
port upon such other matters as may be directed by the board 
or by the secretary of the board. The said agents shall serve 
as such without additional pay, but such reasonable expenses 
incurred by them in connection with their duties as such agents 
as may be approved by the board, shall be paid from the farm 
loan reserve fund hereinafter constituted. 


Secrion 4. Powers of the farm loan board of Hawaii. 
That responsibility for the administration of this Act shall rest 
solely upon the farm loan board of Hawaii which shall have 
power: 

1. To make loans, secured by first mortgage, for the pur- 
poses and according to the provisions of this Act; 

2. To reject any application for a loan; 

3. To appraise the value of the security offered ; 

4. To fix the rate of interest prescribed hereinafter to be 
paid by borrowers and the terms, conditions and covenants of 
the mortgages ; 

5. To sue and to be sued in the name of the “Farm Loan 
Board of Hawaii” ; 

6. To exercise such incidental powers and to make such 
rules and regulations as shall be deemed necessary or requisite 
to fulfill its duty in carrying out the purposes of this Act. 
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Srecrion 5. Loans. That no loans shall be made under the 
provisions of this Aet except upon the following terms and 
conditions : 

1. Said loans shall be secured by duly recorded first mort- 
gages on farm land within the Territory of Hawaii. It shall 
also be lawful for the farm loan board to require and accept 
as security for any loan: 

(a) A mortgage over livestock; 

(b) A mortgage over chattels; 

(c) A mortgage on growing crops; 

2. Every mortgage shall contain an agreement providing 
for the re-payment of the loan on an amortization plan, ex- 
cept in the ease of short term loans under Class B, as here- 
inaftey classified, by means of a fixed number of semi-annual 
instalments sufficient to cover six per centum (6%) interest 
and such amount to be applied on the principal as will ex- 
tinguish the debt within an agreed period, as specified herein- 
after; provided, that additional payments in sums of not less 
than twenty dollars ($20.00), or the payment of the entire 
principal, may be made on any regular instalment date; 

3. Loans may be made for the following purposes, and for 
no others: 

Class A. To provide for the purchase of land for agri- 
cultural uses; the term of loans in Class A shall not exceed 
ten (10) years. 

Class B. To provide buildings, fences, and other permanent 
improvements; the farm loan board to determine what im- 
provements shall be deemed proper for inclusion in this class. 
To provide for the cost of breaking up, and the planting and 
cultivating of land, and the purchase of fertilizers, seeds, 
machinery, implements, and other equipment necessary to the 
proper cultivation of the land or other farming operations, and 
for the purchase of livestock for working, breeding, or fatten- 
ing purposes; the farm loan board shall determine what 
material or operation shall be deemed proper, what livestock 
may be purchased, and upon what crops or other security such 
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loans may be made. The term of loans in Class B shall not 
exceed five (5) years. 

Class C. To liquidate any indebtedness incurred by the 
owner of any farm land who is an applicant for a loan under 
this Act, when such indebtedness has been incurred for any of 
the purposes contemplated by this section, or when such relief 
from such indebtedness will aid such applicant in his farm- 
ing operations. The term of loans in Class C shall be governed 
by the provisions prescribed for the classes defined above to 
which such loan would have belonged if negotiated with the 
board in the first instance; 


4. No loan shall exceed fifty per centum (50%) of the 
value of the security offered. In arriving at the value of land 
for the purposes of a loan, consideration should be given to 
the amount of cash paid on acconnt of the purchase price and 
the value of labor done and performed on the premises. 

A re-appraisal may be permitted at any time in the discre- 
tion of the farm loan board and such additional loan may be 
granted as such re-appraisal will warrant; 

5. No loan shall be made to any person who is not a citizen 
of the United States and who has not been a resident of the 
Territory of Hawaii for at least three years next preceding 
the date of the application for a loan, and who is at the time, 
or who can furnish proof to the satisfaction of the board in its 
uncontrolled discretion not subject to review that he is a bona 
fide resident on the land sought to be mortgaged or that he 
will within six (6) months, become a bona fide resident upon 
the land sought to be mortgaged, or upon the land upon which 
the farming operations are to be carried on, and who is engaged 
in the active management or cultivation thereof. Failure to 
maintain bona fide residence upon the land during the duration 
of the loan shall constitute default, and the whole loan shall be- 
come due and payable immediately and it shall be obligatory 
upon the farm loan board to proceed as provided in the case of 
any default, to recover the amount of the loan; provided, how- 
ever, that the farm loan board shall have power, in its discretion, 
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to grant a leave of absence for good cause for such time as it may 
deem proper if satisfied that the safety of the loan will not be 
jeopardized by such absence of the borrower, and that such ab- 
sence is unavoidable and necessary, the governing principle be- 
ing that since it is the purpose of government loans to in- 
erease the rural population of the Territory of Hawaii by bona 
fide residents on the land, that purpose would not be aecom- 
plished by loans to absentees or persons who are not bona fide 
residents on the land and hence such loans should not be allow- 
ed; and provided, further, that where tracts of land have been 
opened with house lots associated therewith, the mortgage shall 
cover both house lot and farm, and residence upon the house lot 
shall fulfill the residence requiréments of this paragraph. 

In ease of the sale or transfer of the mortgaged land the 
farm loan board may permit said mortgage to be assumed by 
the purehaser. In ease of the death of the borrower, his heir, 
or heirs, or his legal representative or representatives, shall 
have the option, within six (6) months of such death to as- 
sume the mortgage of the deceased. It is provided, however, 
that in any ease when such borrower shall have died, the farm 
loan board, or its agents, may, pending the exercise of such 
option and pending possession being taken by such heirs and/or 
representatives, take possession of all the mortgaged property 
and carry on the agricultural operation connected therewith, 
and the expense of same shall be added to the principal due 
upon any such mortgage to bear interest at the rate of six 
per centum (6%) per annum; 


6. The amount of loans to any one borrower shall in no 
case exceed three thousand dollars ($3,000.00) nor shall any 
loan be for a less sum than one hundred dollars ($100.00); 


7. Every applicant for a loan under the terms of this Act 
shall make application on a form prescribed for that purpose 
by the farm loan board of Hawaii. The application shall state 
the objeet to which the proceeds of said loan are to be ap- 
plied, and shall afford such other information as may be re- 
quired. 
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The farm loan board, before making any loan, shall satisfy 
itself as to 

(a) The desirability of the proposed expenditures ; 

(b) The value of the security ; 

(e) The ability of the applicant to gain a fair return 
from the farm after paying the interest and amortization 
charges ; 

(d) The moral risk of the applicant and his ability to re- 
pay the money borrowed ; 

(e) Whether or not the applicant is a bona fide resident ; 


8. All mortgages under this Act shall bear simple interest 
at the rate of six per centum (6%) per annun, and every 
mortgage executed pursuant to the provisions of this Act shall 
eontain an express eovenant by which the mortgagor shall under- 
take to pay, when due, all taxes, liens, judgments, or assess- 
ments whieh may be lawfully assessed against the land or 
other property mortgaged, together with the costs and expenses 
of anv foreclosure or attempted foreclosure of any such mort- 
gage. Said taxes, liens, judgments, assessments and/or fore- 
closure expenses not paid when due, and paid by the mortgagee, 
shall become a part of the mortgage debt and shall bear simple 
interest at the rate of six per centum (6%) per annum. Every 
such mortgage shall contain a covenant that the mortgagor will 
keep insured to the satisfaction of the farm loan board, all 
buildings and other insurable property covered by such mort- 
gage. Insurance shall be made payable to the mortgagee as 
its interests may appear at time of loss, and, at the option of 
the borrower, and subject to the general regulations of the farm 
loan board, sums so received may be used to pay for recon- 
struction of the buildings destroyed, or for decreasing the 
amount of the indebtedness; 


9. Every borrower who shall be granted a loan under the 
provisions of this Aet shall enter into an agreement, in form 
and under conditions to be prescribed by the farm loan board, 
that he will not expend any portion of his loan for purposes 
other than those sanetioned by the board; that he will not sell 
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or otherwise dispose of any of the mortgaged property except 
upon the written consent of the board or its agent, and except 
upon such conditions as to the disposition of any money de- 
rived from such sale or other disposition as may be prescribed | 
in writing by the board or its agent. And if the borrower 
shall be in default in respect to such conditions, or any other 
conditions, or any other condition or covenant of the mortgage, 
the whole of said loan shall, at the option of the farm loan 
board, become due and payable forthwith, and the farm loan 
board may, with or without notice, take possession of the mort- 
gaged property pending a foreclosure, carry on farming oper- 
ations or such other agricultural pursuits as may be carried 
on upon the mortgaged premises, expending all reasonable 
sums therefor, whieh sums shall be a lien upon the mortgaged 
premises and be recoverable in any foreclosure proceedings or 
otherwise, and may forcelose the said mortgage by any method 
provided for by the laws of the Territory of ITawaii; 

10. For the purpose of this Act land held under any home- 
stead lease or homestead agreement may be mortgaged in an 
amount not to exceed fifty per centum (50%) of the value of 
the mortgagor's interest in such land; 

11. All applieants for loans shall pay a fee of one dollar 
($1.00) at the time of the application for any loan up to one 
thousand dollars ($1,000.00) and for other loans a fee of two 
dollars ($2.00) shall be paid; if a loan is granted the farm 
loan board shall eause the title to be examined and the mort- 
gage drawn and recorded. For this the applicant shall pay the 
actual eost to the board for the examination of title, acknowl- 
edginent and recording. No loan shall be made on unsurveyed 
land. 

All fees paid to the board shall be deposited with the farm 
loan board of Hawaii and credited to the reserve fund of 
the farm loan board; 

19. The farm loan board is hereby empowered and directed 
to require buildings to be kept in good repair, improvements, 
stock, and implements to be well cared for, land to be kept 
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free from noxious weeds, and good systems of husbandry to 
be followed, all of which shall be held and construed to be a 
provision of any mortgage executed by virtue of this Aet 
- whether appearing as a provision in said mortgage or not; 

18. It shall be the duty of the farm loan board to see to 
the application of the moneys loaned, to accomplish which pur- 
pose the following regulations are hereby prescribed, and it 
may adopt others not inconsistent therewith: 

(a) Where loans are made under Class C, payment shall 
be made to the person or persons to whom the existing in- 
debtedness is due; 

(b) Where loans are made for stock, equipment, or other 
material, as provided for in Class B, payment shall be made 
to the vendor upon order from the borrower ; 

(c) Where loans are made for labor, payment shall be 
made directly to those performing the service, upon order from 
the borrower. 

Loans may be advanced as the work authorized progresses 
under sueh regulations as the board may provide; 

14. It shall be the duty of the farm loan board and its 
agents, to assist the borrower in the economical and judicious 
expenditure of the sums borrowed by securing favorable prices 
on material, designing suitable houses and buildings, investi- 
gating and advising as to the best kinds of livestock, imple- 
ments and other agricultural equipment to be purchased, and 
in such other ways as it may deem proper. 


Section 6. Application of amortization and interest pay- 
ments. That all moneys received by the farm loan board in 
payment of principal and interest on loans shall be deposited 
with the farm loan board of Hawaii, and credited as follows: 

(a) All interest collected on loans shall be credited to the 
reserve fund of the farm loan board of Hawaii; 

(b) All payments on account of the principal shall be 
credited to the farm loan revolving fund of the farm loan 
board of Hawaii; 

(e) All moneys so deposited with the farm loan board of 
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Hawaii shall be paid out on warrants signed by any two mem- 
bers of the board. 


Secrion 7. Reserve fund. That there is hereby appropri- 
ated from the general revenues of the Territory the sum of 
fifteen thousand dollars ($15,000.00), which shall be set aside 
as a special fund to be known as the “Farm loan reserve 
fund." The said reserve fund shall be credited with all fees 
received by the board and all interest collected, as provided 
in paragraph (a) of section 6. 

Against said reserve fund shall be charged the expenses of 
said board and all losses shall be paid into the revolving fund 
from said reserve fund. 

When the eredit balanee in said reserve fund shall have 
reached the sum of forty-five thousand dollars ($45,000.00) 
over and above all outstanding claims against said fund, then 
the board may make loans out of said reserve fund, but not 
in a way to deerease the reserve fund below fifty thousand 
dollars ($50,000.00) at any time; provided, however, that no 
loan shall be made out of said reserve fund which shall in- 
crease the total amount of moneys to be loaned under this Act 
beyond the sum of two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00). 


Secrron 8. Farm loan revolving fund. That there be, 
and hereby is, appropriated from the general fund of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii, the sum of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) and from the farm loan surplus fund herein- 
after mentioned the additional sum of two hundred thousand 
dollars ($200,000.00) to be loaned by the farm loan board of 
Hawaii under the provisions of this Act, which fund shall be 
known as the “Farm loan revolving fund." 


Secrron 9. Farm loan surplus fund. For the term of 
five years from the taking effect of this Act, twenty per centum 
(9096) of all rentals and other income received from govern- 
ment lands, exclusive of income derived from territorial wharves, 
be and hereby are appropriated to be paid into the farm loan 
surplus fund. 
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And further, for the term of ten (10) years from the taking 
effect of this Act, thirty-three and one-third per centum 
(33 1-376) of.the moneys collected from the sale, for homestead 
purposes, of all government lands, including thirty-three and 
one-third per centum (33 1-376) of the unpaid portion of the 
purchase price of such lands heretofore sold and not fully paid 
for, which has not heretofore been appropriated by way of ad- 
vaneement or otherwise, be and the same hereby are appro- 
priated to be paid into the farm loan surplus fund; and the 
treasurer and auditor of the Territory of Hawaii are hereby 
ordered, commanded, empowered and authorized to make 
proper transfers or assigninents of such share of rentals and of 
such purchase price of government lands at the end of each 
quarter to the “Farm loan surplus fund,” after there shall 
have been set aside and assigned to the farm loan revolving 
fund from said farm loan surplus fund the additional sum of 
two hundred thousand dollars ($200,000.00) as mentioned in 
section 8 of this Act, the general fund of the Territory of 
Hawaii shall be reimbursed from said farm loan surplus fund 
to the extent of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) 
appropriated by seetion S of this Act from the general fund 
of the Territory of Hawaii. Funds shall be transferred from 
the surplus fund to the revolving fund only by legislative 
enactment. Said farm loan board inay, with the approval of 
the governor, invest any portion of the farm loan surplus fund 
not required for immediate use in bonds or other obligations 
of the United States of America. 

And further, all moneys derived from the escheat to the 
Territory of any property, real or personal, be and the same 
are hereby appropriated as a part of said surplus fund created 
by this Act. 


Secriox 10. The treasurer of the Territory, with the con- 
sent of the farm loan board of Hawaii and the governor, may 
make temporary use of any portion of the farm loan surplus 
fund created by this Act not presently needed under this Act, 
for the purpose of paying warrants drawn on the treasury for 
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current indebtedness of the Territory whenever the current 
cash in the territorial treasury is not sufficient to pay the same; 
provided, however, that all sums so taken shall be redeposited 
to the credit of said farm loan surplus fund as soon as the 
funds in the territorial treasury shall be in such condition as 
to warrant such redeposit. 


Secrion 11. All mortgages, notes, deeds, contracts, agree- 
ments, or other instruments whatsoever shall be executed to 
and by the farm loan board of Hawaii; and releases of mort- 
gages and notes, and cancellation of contracts, agreements, or 
other instruments may be executed on its behalf by any two 
members of the board. 


Secrton 12. Limitation of court decisions. That if any 
clause, sentence, paragraph, or part of this Act for any reason 
be adjudged by any court of competent jurisdiction to be in- 
valid, such judgment shall not affect, impair, or invalidate the 
remainder of this Act, but shall be defined in its operation to 
the clause, sentence, paragraph or part thereof directly in- 
volved in the controversy in which said judgment shall have 
been rendered. 


Srction 13. Repealing clause. That all Acts or parts of 
Acts inconsistent with this Act are hereby repealed. The right 
to amend, alter, or repeal this Act is hereby expressly re- 
served. 


Section 14. This Aet shall take effect from and after 
the date of its approval.

The treasurer of the Territory is hereby author- 
ized and directed to pay, upon warrants issued by the auditor 
of the Territory, the sum of fifty dollars ($50.00) each month 
to Henry E. Peterson and to continue so to do for the period 
of two years from and after August 1, 1919. 

Such payments are hereby appropriated out of the moneys 
received in the treasury of the Territory from the general 
revenues. 


Section 2. This Act shall take effect from and after the 
date of its approval.

AN ACT ro PROVIDE ror THE IDENTIFICATION OF AUTOMO- 
BILES USED IN THE PUBLIC SERVICE. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. All passenger-carrying vehicles, the property of 
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the Territory of Hawaii or its municipal subdivisions, shall 
bear on either side thereof the following inscription: 


“For OFFICIAL lése Ony.” 


And following and underneath said inscription shall be the 
words “Territory of Hawaii” on all such vehicles as are owned 
or controlled by the territorial government, and, on all such 
` vehicles as are owned or controlled by any county or city and 
county of said Territory, there shall be placed, following and 
under the words, “For official use only”, the name and/or title 
of such municipal subdivision. 


Section 2.: The letters of such words as are in this Act 
contemplated shall be painted on all such vehicles in characters 
of a plain, bold size, not less than three inches in height and 
of proportionate width. 


Section 3. The duty of carrying out the provisions of this 
Act insofar as it relates to vehicles the property of or under the 
control of said Territory shall be vested in the superintendent 
of public works, and the duty of carrying out the provisions of 
this Act, insofar as they relate to the various municipal sub- 
divisions of said Territory, shall be that of the board of super- 
visors of the several counties or city and county. 


Section 4. This Act shall be in force and shall take effect 
on July 31, 1919.

Wuereas, those certain premises in the city of Honolulu 
known as Washington Place have for almost three-quarters of 
a century been associated and identified with the government 
of Hawaii; and 


Wuereas, Prince Jonah Kuhio Kalanianaole has indicated 
his earnest desire that Washington Place should be acquired by 
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the Territory of Hawaii as an executive mansion for its Gov- 
ernor, thus preserving to posterity the said Washington Place 
as a memorial to the late Queen Liliuokalani ; and 


WuznREkAS, the said Prince Jonah Kuhio Kalanianaole and 
the Trustees of the Liliuokalani Trust have agreed that the said 
Washington Place should be conveyed to the Territory of 
Hawaii for a priee not to exeeed twenty thousand dollars 
($20,000.00), upon the condition that the Territory shall also, 
at the same time, acquire the life interest or right of occupancy 
of the heirs of John Dominis Aimoku; now, therefore, 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. The sum of thirty thousand dollars ($30,000.00) 
is hereby appropriated from the general revenues of the Terri- 
tory for the acquisition by purchase or condemnation of those 
certain premises situate in Honolulu, eity and eounty of Hono- 
lulu, and known as Washington Place. It is provided, how- 
ever, that no more than the sum of ten thousand dollars

No person other than citizens of the United 
States shall be allowed to place, set or operate fish traps, 
pounds or weirs in any loeation of the sea fisheries of the gov- 
ernment of the Territory of Hawaii; provided, however, that 
the placing, setting or operation of fish traps, pounds or weirs, 
shall not be in conflict with any of the provisions of section 
628 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, as amended by Aet 
87 of the Session Laws of 1915, and as amended by Act 14 of 
the Session Laws of 1917, and further amended BE Act 4 of 
the Speeial Session Laws of 1918. 


Section 2. The treasurer of any county or city and county 
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of the political subdivisions of the Territory of Hawaii is 
hereby authorized and empowered upon the payment of an 
annual fee of five dollars ($5.00) to issue licenses to any citi- 
zen applying as an operator of fish traps, pounds or weirs, for 
the license period as provided in chapter 121 of the Revised 
Laws of Hawaii, 1915.

AN ACT ro Derine Foreren IwvksTMENT COMPANIES, TO 
PROVIDE For THE REGULATION, SUPERVISION AND LICENS- 
ING THEREOF, TO Prevent FRAUD IN THE SALE or SECURI- 
TIES THEREBY, AND TO PROVIDE PENALTIES FOR THE Vio- 
LATION oF Tuis Acr. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. This Act shall be known as the “Foreign In- 
vestment Companies’ Act.” 
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Section 2. A. The term “Foreign Investment Company” 
when used in this Act includes every corporation, association, 
copartnership and company authorized and existing as such, 
otherwise than pursuant to and by virtue of the laws of the 
‘Territory of Hawaii. 

B. The term “security” when used in this Act includes all 
shares or other interest or rights into which the capital, capital 
stock, or property of any foreign investment company is di- 
vided; the stock, stock certificates, bonds, collateral trust certifi- 
cates or other evidences of indebtedness, of any kind or charac- 
ter, other than promissory notes not offered to the public by the 
maker thereof, of a foreign investment company. 

C. Excepting, however, that the provisions of this Act shall 
not apply to any security listed in any standard manual of in- 
formation, which the treasurer may adopt as being a list of 
approved securities and exempted from the operation of this 
Aet, nor shall the provisions of this Act apply to such other 
security as the treasurer may from time to time add to such 
list, excepting also such securities, the current sales of which at 
prices quoted, shall have been, from time to time, published 
in the regular market reports of the news columns of a daily 
newspaper of general circulation in this Territory or any state 
of the United States for a period of not less than six months 
next preceding the sale, offer for sale, or other disposition or 
attempted dispositioa thereof in this Territory. Provided that 
the treasurer may, at any time, declare any such security or 
securities so listed in such manual or list or so published as 
not to be deemed to be included within these exceptions. 

D, Provided further that the provisions of this Act shall 
not apply to: 


1. Any owner of any security who is not the issuer or an 
underwriter thereof, who sells or exchanges the same for his 
own account. 


2. Any trustee, who in a trust capacity created by law or 
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by judicial authority, lawfully disposes of any property em- 
braced within such trust. 

3. One, not the issuer, who disposes of securities to a broker 
or to a purchaser who as part of his regular business purchases, 
deals in or holds such securities. i l 

4. A pledgee selling, in the ordinary course of business, a 
security pledged to him as security for debt in good faith and 
not for the purpose of avoiding the provisions of this Act. 


Section 3. (a) Before selling, offering for sale, negotiat- 
ing for the sale of, or taking subscriptions for any security of 
any kind or character within the Territory of Hawaii, each 
foreign investment company shall file in the office of the treas- 
urer of the Territory of Hawaii an application for permission 
so to do, together with a filing fee as hereinafter prescribed. 
It shall also file with its said application its written instrument 
irrevocably appointing the treasurer or his successors in office 
its true and lawful attorney, upon whom all process in any 
action or proceeding against it arising out of or founded upon 
the fraud of such applicant in the sale of its securities within 
this Territory, may be served with the same force and effect as 
if. said foreign investment company were created or organized 
under the laws of the Territory of Hawaii and had itself been 
lawfully served with process. In any such action or proceed- 
ing, service upon such attorney shall be deéMmed personal service 
upon said foreign investment company. The treasurer shall, 
upon being served with process as aforesaid, forthwith forward 
by mail, postage prepaid to the person designated by said for- 
eign investment company by an instrument in writing duly exe- 
euted by it and filed with said treasurer at the address stated 
in such written instrument, or in ease no such instrument has 
been filed, to the secretary of such eompany at its last known 
postoffice address, a copy of every such process served upon him 
under the provisions of this Act, and no judgment shall be ren- 
dered in any such action until thirty days after the mailing of 
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the said copy of process by the treasurer as aforesaid. For 
each copy of process, the treasurer of the Territory shall collect 
the sum of two dollars ($2.00) which shall be paid by the 
plaintiff or moving party at the time of such service, to be 
recovered by him as his taxable costs if he succeeds in the 
action or proceeding. 

(b) Each foreign investment company shall file with its 
application for permission aforesaid, the following facts and 
particulars: the application, and all accompanying data being 
properly verified under oath: 

(1) A certified copy of the law or laws under which it is 
organized or incorporated, and all amendments thereto. 

(2) <A certified copy of its charter, articles of incorporation, 
articles of association or articles of copartnership, and all 
amendments thereto. 

(3) An itemized statement in such form and detail as the 
treasurer hereinafter provided for may from time to time pre- 
Scribe, of its financial condition and of the amount and char- 
acter of its assets, a detailed statement of the plan upon which 
it proposes to transaet business, a copy of any security it pro- 
poses to issue, a copy of any contract which it proposes to make 
concerning the same, a copy of any prospectus or advertisement 
or other description of such property then prepared by or for it 
for distribution or publication and such additional information 


as the treasurer may require. 


(4) If the applicant be a corporation, an incorporated or 
unincorporated association or a joint stock company, the names 
and addresses of its officers, of the members of its board of di- 
rectors and the number of shares in such corporation, incorpo- 
rated or unincorporated association or joint stock company 
owned by each of such officers or directors, and if it be a copart- 
nership, the name and address of each of the partners, together 
with a statement of the proportionate shares or interest owned 
by each of such copartners in said copartnership. 
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(5) The purpose for which the applicant was organized 
and the general nature of the business in which it is engaged, 
or in which it proposes to engage. 

(6) The capitalization of the applicant, including, if the 
applicant be a corporation, an incorporated or unincorporated 
association or joint stock company the authorized amount of its 
capital stock, the number and classes of shares into which its 
capital stock is divided, a description of the respective voting 
rights, preference rights to dividends, profits or capital of each 
class with respect to each other class, the amount of capital 
stock of each class issued or included in the shares of stock to 
be offered, the amount of the funded debt, with a brief descrip- 
tion of the date, maturity and character of such debt, and the 
security, if any, therefor, if the applicant is a copartnership, a 
statement of the amount and character of its assets and of the 
relative ownership of said assets by each member of said co- 
partnership, together with a description of the liabilities of 
said copartnership, including a brief description of the date of 
maturity and character of any debt of said copartnership and 
the security if any therefor. 


(7) The manner in which the capital of the applicant has 
been paid in, whether in cash or property or by any other con- 
sideration, the amounts paid in cash, in property and for other 
consideration being stated separately, with a description of the 
character and value of the property, and other consideration 
received by the applicant for such payments. 


(8) The purpose for which the securities proposed to be 
offered for sale within the Territory were issued or are to be 
issued by the applicant, the consideration received or to be 
received by it therefor, the amount of all commissions and other 
considerations paid or to be paid by it or for its account for or 
in respect of the issue, sale, or offer of the said shares, and the 
use proposed to be made of the consideration realized from the 
sale of the said shares within the Territory. 
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(9) The names and addresses of the vendors (stating the 
relation of such vendor to the applicant if any) of any property 
rights or interests which shall have been, or are to be purchased 
or acquired by the applicant and paid for wholly or in part by 
said securities, or the proceeds of the sale thereof, a description 
of the said property rights or interests, and the certificate of two 
disinterested persons stating the fair cash value of such prop- 
erty rights and interests. 


(10) The names and addresses of all accountants who have 
examined the books or audited the accounts of the applicant 
within the period of two years prior to the filing of the said 
statement. 

(11) A statement of the fact that the execution of the 
statement on behalf of the applicant has been duly authorized 
by the applicant and a certified copy of the resolution or vote 


authorizing the same. 


(c) Each foreign investment company shall, at the time 
of filing its application for permission as aforesaid, pay the 
filing fee, which fee shall be five dollars ($5.00), if the par or 
face value of the said securities proposed to be sold amounts 
to twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) or less; ten dol- 
lars ($10.00) if the par or face value of said securities amounts 
to over twenty-five thousand dollars ($25,000.00) and not over 
fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00); fifteen dollars ($15.00) 
if the par or face value of said security or securities amounts 
to over fifty thousand dollars ($50,000.00), and not over 
seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00); twenty dollars 
($20.00) if the par or face value of said security or securities 
amounts to over seventy-five thousand dollars ($75,000.00), 
and not over one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) ; and 
twenty-five dollars ($25.00) if the par or face value of said 
securities amounts to over one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00). ATI moneys paid as filing fees as aforesaid shall 
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be and become a part of the general revenue of the Territory 
of Hawaii. 

(d) Notice of all applications for permission as aforesaid 
shall be published in a daily newspaper of general circulation 
in the city and county of Honolulu, and no application shall 
be acted on by the treasurer until the expiration of one (1) 
week from the date of the first publication of such advertisement. 


Section 4. It shall be the duty of said treasurer to exam- 
ine the statements, documents and other information so filed 
with the application of each foreign investment company, in 
the office of the treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii, as afore- 
said. If the said treasurer finds that the proposed plan of 
business of the said foreign investment company is not un- 
fair, unjust or inequitable, and that it proposes to offer 
its securities for sale upon a fair basis, he shall issue to 
the said foreign investment company, a certificate author- 
izing it to sell its securities as therein specified within the 
Territory, reciting that the company has complied with the 
provisions of this Act; that detailed information concerning the 
company and its securities is on file in the office of the treasurer 
of the Territory of Hawaii, and that the said foreign invest- 
ment company is authorized to sell said securities within this 
Territory on such conditions as the said treasurer may in said 
certificate prescribe. Said certificate shall recite in bold print 
that the issuance of this certificate is permissive only and does 
not constitute a recommendation or endorsement of said se- 
curities. The treasurer may impose such conditions as it may 
deem necessary to the issue of said securities and may from 
time to time for cause rescind, alter or amend the certificate. 
If the treasurer finds that the plan or proposed plan of business 
of the said foreign investment company is unfair, unjust or 
inequitable, or that it does not propose to offer its securities for 
sale on a fair, basis, he shall refuse to issue the certificate and 
shall notify the said foreign investment company in writing of 
his decision. It shall be unlawful for any foreign investment 
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company, any broker, agent or any person whomsoever, to issue, 
sell, offer for sale, negotiate for the sale of, or take subscriptions 
for, in this Territory, any security to which this Act is appli- 
cable, unless a certificate authorizing the issue or sale thereof 
shall first have been secured from the treasurer, as provided in 
this Act. 


Srorion 5. It shall be unlawful for any foreign investment 
company, any broker, agent, or any person whomsoever, to issue, 
circulate, publish or deliver any advertisement, pamphlet, pros- 
pectus, circular or statement or other documents in regard to the 
securities of any foreign investment company, unless and until 
the said company shall have fully complied with all of the pro- 
visions of this Act and shall have had issued to it by the treasurer 
the certificate or temporary permit provided for by this Act. It 
shall be further unlawful for any foreign investment company or 
broker or agent, or any person, to issue, cireulate, publish or 
deliver any such advertisement, pamphlet, prospectus, circular, 
statement or other document, unless the same shall be signed 
with the name of the foreign investment company, and a copy 
thereof shall first have been filed with the treasurer of the Ter- 
ritory of Hawaii. The treasurer may, for cause, object to any 
such advertisement, pamphlet, prospeetus, eireular, statement or 
other document, and a notice of such objection shall be given to 
applicant in writing by mailing said notice to such person in 
the Territory of Hawaii at such address as applicant may desig- 
nate by instrument duly executed in writing and filed with the 
treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii. Upon the mailing of said 
notice of objection, it shall be unlawful to further issue, circu- . 
late or deliver the same. 


Srorrow 6. Every foreign investment company, until it shall 
have sold all the securities authorized by the treasurer, and dis- 
posed of the proceeds thereof, shall file in the office of-the treas- 
urer of the Territory, under date of December 31 and June 30 
of each year, and within fifteen days after said dates, and also 
at such other times as may be required by the treasurer, a re- 
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port setting forth the securities authorized to be sold and sold 
under the provisions of this Act, the proceeds derived there- 
from, the disposition of such proceeds, and such other informa- 
tion concerning its affairs as may be required by the treasurer. 


Srecrion 7. All papers, documents, reports and other instru- 
ments in writing filed with the treasurer of the Territory under 
this Act and all records and proceedings of said treasurer shall 
be open to public inspection. 


Secrion 8. An appeal may be taken from any decision of 
the treasurer under this Act by filing with the clerk of the 
supreme court of the Territory of Hawaii, a certified transcript 
of all papers on record and in the office of the treasurer of the 
Territory of Hawaii and of all proceedings of the treasurer, 
relating to such decision. It shall be the duty of the treasurer 
of the Territory of Hawaii to make and certify to said trans- 
eript upon the payment to him of a fee of ten cents for each 
folio and one dollar for the certification. The supreme court 
of the Territory of Hawaii, upon such appeal, shall be limited 
to a consideration of the question as to whether or not there has 
been an abuse of discretion on the part of the treasurer in 
making such decision. 


Section 9. Any person who shall knowingly or wilfully 
subseribe to or make or cause to be made any false statement 
or false entry in any book of any foreign investment company 
or to exhibit any false paper or make any false statement with 
the intention of deceiving the said treasurer or any person 
authorized to examine into its affairs under the provisions 
hereof, or who shall issue, make or publish any false or mis- 
leading statement of the financial condition of or concerning 
the securities proposed to be offered for sale by any foreign 
investment company, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 
shall be punishable by a fine not exceeding one thousand dol- 
lars ($1,000.00) or by imprisonment in a county jail for a 
period not exceeding one year, or by both such fine and im- 
prisonment. 
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Section 10. Any foreign investment company, or any cor- 
poration, association, copartnership or company which violates 
or fails to comply with any of the provisions of this Act, or 
which fails, omits or neglects to obev, observe or to comply 
with any further decision, demand or requirement or any part 
thereof, of the treasurer, under the provisions of this Act, shall 
be subjeet to a penalty of not less than one thousand dollars 
($1,000.00) nor more than five thousand dollars ($5,000.00) 
for each and every such offense, which penalty, if unpaid after 
demand made pursuant to an order of the treagyrer, shall be 
recovered in an action brought in the name of the Territory 
of Hawaii by its attorney general. 


Secrion 11. Every person who violates or fails to comply 
with any of the provisions of this Act, or who fails, omits or 
neglects to obey, observe or comply with any order, decision, 
demand, or requirement or any part thereof, of the treasurer 
of the Territory of Hawaii, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor 
and be punishable by a fine of not exceeding one thousand 
dollars ($1,000.00) or by imprisonment in a county jail not 
exceeding one vear, or by both such fine and imprisonment. 


Secrion 12. The treasurer shall adopt a seal with the 
words “Treasurer, Territory of Hawaii,” and such other de- 
vice as he may designate engraved thereon by which seal shall 
be authenticated all proceedings of the said treasurer. Copies 
of all records and papers filed pursuant to the provisions of 
this Act certified by the treasurer of the Territory of Hawaii, 
shall be received in evidence in all cases equally and with like 
effect as the originals. 


Section 13. If any sub-section, sentence, clause or phrase 
of this Aet is for any reason held to be unconstitutional such 
section shall not affect the validity of the remaining portions 


of this Aet. 


Section 14. All Acts and parts of Acts inconsistent with 
the provisions of this Act are hereby repealed. Nothing in this 
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Act, however, shall be construed as relieving any foreign cor- 
poration of any of the duties or obligations imposed‘ upon it 
by the provisions of sections 3378 to 3380, inclusive, of the 
Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915.

manufactures are carried on; or intended to be carried on; 
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milk, poisonous drugs; pig and duck ranches; as it shall deem 
necessary for the public health and safety.”

“(6) In the case of milk, if it is the product of a diseased 
animal, or if it contains less than eleven and a half per centum 
of total solids or three per centum of butter fat, or if it contains 
any preservative ov antiseptic.” 


. Section 2, Paragraph 8 of subsection B of Section 992 of 
the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, as amended by Act 164 of 
the Session Laws of 1917, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“(8) In the case of ice cream, if it contains less than four- 
teen per centum of butter fat, except in the cases of fruit or 
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nut ice cream, in which cases it shall contain not less than 
twelve per centum of butter fat; ice cream is a frozen product 
made from pure milk substances and sugar, with or without a 
natural flavoring and there may be permitted in its manufacture 
fresh eggs and not exceeding one per centum of pure gelatin, 
gum tragacanth or vegetable gum. The milk substances per- 
mitted are milk, cream, butter, condensed milk and skimmed 
milk, The use of an homogenizer, an emulsifier, or other ap- 
paratus intended for the better mixing of the product is per- 
mitted. Any wholesome frozen dairy product made in the 
semblance of ice cream, but containing less than fourteen per 
centum butter fat may be sold, but not as ice cream. Such 
wholesome frozen dairy products, made in the semblance of ice 
cream but not containing fourteen per centum of butter fat, 
shall be known as “ice milk,” or “frozen dainty,” or “frozen 
sweets.” Every tub, receptacle, or packer in which there shall 
be kept, sold, or delivered at any time any “ice milk,” or 
“frozen dainty,” or “frozen sweets," shall have conspicuously 
and securely attached thereto a durable tag, giving the name 
and address of the vendor of the same and containing the words

“ice milk," or “frozen dainty,” or “frozen sweets," as the case 


may be, in letters at least one inch high and one-half inch wide. 

Every wagon, vehicle or cart, in or from waich any “ice 
milk,” or “frozen dainty,” or “frozen sweets" shall be sold, fur- 
nished, delivered or peddled, shall have plainly and durably 
painted on both sides thereof, the name and address of the 
vendor, in letters at least three inches high and one and a half 
inches wide, and also the words “ice milk,” or “frozen dainty,” 
or “frozen sweets," as the ease may be, on each side thereof, in | 
letters at least fou: inches high and two inches wide. Every 
person, firm, or eorporation who sells, keeps for sale, delivers, 
or furnishes in connection with meals, or in connection with 
drinks, or in the preparation of drinks, or otherwise, any “ice 
milk," or “frozen dainty,” or “frozen sweets," within 
the meaning of this Act, to be used or eaten on the 
premises where sold, shall keep at all times posted or 
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hung in at least two conspieuous places within the premises, 
and in plain view of the publie, durable signs having printed 
or painted thereon the words “We sell ice milk," “We sell 
frozen dainty,” We sell frozen sweets," or “We serve ice milk,” 
“We serve frozen dainty,” “We serve frozen sweets," as the 
ease may be, in letters at least four inches high and two inches 
wide. Wherever menu cards are used, the words “We serve ice 
milk," or “We serve frozen dainty,” or “We serve frozen 
sweets," as the case may be, shall plainly and conspicuously 
appear thereon. 

The absence of these tags, signs, words, and letters, as herein 
required, shall always be construed as a representation on the 
part of the owner, or person serving or selling the goods, that 
they are ice cream. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm 
or corporation to manufaeture, sell, deliver, furnish, serve, or 
keep on hand, any “ice milk," or “frozen dainty,” or “frozen 
sweets," within the meaning of this Act, unless the same is 
done in compliance with the requirements hereof."

All balances remaining in the general, special, 
or other specific fund in the city and county treasury shall, at 
the end of any fiscal year as herein defined, be available for 
appropriation and expenditure from such general, special or 
other specific fund respectively, for the specifie purposes of 
such specific fund only, during the succeeding fiscal year. 


Srecrion 3. The board of supervisors of the city and county 
of Honolulu shall, as to general revennes and unless expressly 
otherwise provided by law, be authorized to contract against, 
appropriate, and expend prior to July 1, 1919, not to exceed 
one-half (14) of all moneys received in such treasury during 
the calendar year 1919. 


Section 4. The failure of the board to provide appropria- 
tions for salaries, pay-rolls, and current expenses, covering the 
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personnel of the administrative offices and employees in the 
city and county during the interim intervening between the 
end of any fiscal year as herein defined, and the date upon 
which the appropriation for the succeeding fiscal year goes into 
effect by proper resolution, shall not be taken to interfere with 
or make criminal any act for the continuation of the business 
of such city and county or the incurring of any expenses during 
such interim, and the payment of salaries, pay-rolls and bills 
shall be deferred until the general appropriation bill or resolu- 
tion has been duly enacted. It is provided, however, that no 
such appropriation or expenditure during such interim period 
shall be in excess of the pro rata of the appropriation bill or 
resolution operative for the preceding fiscal period. 


Secrion 5. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent herewith 
are hereby repealed. 


Section 6. This Act shall take effect on approval.

Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Section 1. The sum of three thousand dollars ($3,000.00), 
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or so much thereof as may be necessary, is hereby appropriated 
to be paid out of any moneys in the treasury of the Territory 
of Hawaii, not otherwise appropriated, towards macadamizing 
the road in the Anahola homestead lots on the island of Kauai, 
as now laid out, graded, and located as follows: 

For the Anahola read beginning at the junction of the main 
road running down through Anahola homesteads and govern- 
ment lands to the Anahola wharf, island of Kauai. 


Section 2. The said sum of three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00) hereby appropriated shall be disbursed on warrants 
drawn by the auditor, based upon vouchers drawn by the com- 
missioner of publie lands, who shall have charge of the con- 
struction of said road; provided, however, that the commis- 
sioner of publie lands shall contraet for the construction of said 
road with the eounty of Kauai, under the provisions of Act 6 of 
the special session of 1918, but in no ease shall contraet for 
an amount in excess of the sum of three thousand dollars 
($3,000.00) for the road specified in section 1 hereof. 


Section 3. The amount hereby appropriated under this 
Act shall become available and the construction of said road 
shall be commenced as soon as the contract herein provided for 
shall be entered into.

Session Laws of 1917, for the purpose of controlling, suppress- 
ing and eradicating an outbreak of anthrax on the Haleakala 
Ranch, Makawao, Maui. 


Secrion 2. The amount hereby appropriated shall become 
immediately available and the treasurer is hereby authorized 
to pay the same to the Haleakala Ranch Company. 


Section 3. This Act shall take effect upon its approval.

AND ADDING New Sections THERETO tro Be Known as 
Sections 1793A anp 1793B, RESPECTIVELY. 


Be it Enacted by the Legislature of the Territory of Hawaii: 


Secrton 1. Section 1793 of Chapter 112 of the Revised 
Laws of Hawaii, 1915, as amended, is hereby further amended 
to read as follows: 


“Section 1793. Method. Whenever in the opinion of the 
board of supervisors of the city and county of Honolulu it is 
desirable to establish, open, extend, widen or alter any street, 
alley or other highway in the district of Honolulu, or to grade, 
pave, curb, or maeadamize or otherwise improve the whole or 
any part of any existing public street, alley or other highway 
in the district of Honolulu, including the construction of a 
storm drainage system, or otherwise to improve the same to an 
extent exceeding maintenance and repair thereof, such better- 
ments or improvements shall be made and done under the pro- 
visions of scetions 1793 to 1813, inclusive, of this chapter; and 
the cost thereof, including the cost of acquiring any new land 
therefor, shall be assessed against the land specially benefited, 
either on a frontage basis or according to area of the land 
within an improvement district; and the city and county of 
Honolulu may issue and sell bonds to provide the funds for 
such improvements, which bonds shall be secured by such as- 
sessments as a lien upon the lands assessed; and for such pur- 
pose the board of supervisors is hereby invested with power and 
is hereby authorized to ereate, define and establish frontage im- 
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provements or improvement districts; all according to the pro- 
visions of sections 1793 to 1813, inclusive, of this chapter.” 


Srecrion 2. New sections are hereby added to Chapter 112 
of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 1915, as amended, to be known 
as Sections 1793A and 1793D, respectively, to read as follows: 


“Section 1793A. Whenever any public land, or any land by 
law exempted from assessments of the character provided for 
in this Act, or exempted by law from payment of property 
taxes, forms part of any improvement district or fronts upon 
any street, alley or other highway to be opened or improved, 
and would, if privately owned or not exempt from such assess- 
ment, be subject to assessment, the board shall, nevertheless, 
without assessing such public or exempted land for any part of 
the cost of such improvements, by general ordinance appropriate 
and pay toward such improvements out of general revenues the 
portion of the cost thereof which would otherwise be assessable 
against the same; and with respect to any such proposed im- 
provement where any part of the cost is thus to be borne by the 
city and county, the board shall have the same right of approval 
or protest as though the city and county were the private owner 
of the public or exempted land so involved. And, as to such 
expenditures for public and exempt lands, the city and county 
of Honolulu shall be entitled to be reimbursed out of terri- 
torial revenues by appropriations to be made from time to time 
by the legislature of the Territory of Hawaii to the extent of 
fifty per centum (50%) of all assessments regularly propor 
tioned against religious, charitable, private, educational and 
other eleemosynary societies or associations, whieh are a part of 
any improvement distriet or frontage improvement and arc 
exempted by law from the payment of property taxes and such 
assessments; and said city and county shall be entitled to be 
likewise reimbursed for the full amount of assessments regularly 
apportioned against public lands which are a part of any im- 
provement distriet or frontage improvement, whieh publie lands 
are owned in fee simple bv the United States of America, or 
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by the Territory of Hawaii, and which are not set aside for 
schools maintained by the city and county of Honolulu, or for 
city parks, or for street areas or frontages; provided, however, 
that as to the normal school, college of Hawaii, Kapiolani park 
and the Waikiki parks established by section 1869, Revised 
Laws of Hawaii, 1915, as amended, the city and county shall 
be entitled to full reimbursement for improvement assessments. 
Nothing herein shall be taken to prejudice any rights of the 
Territory to reimbursement from the United States of America 
for assessments herein assumed by the Territory, but the latter 
shall be subrogated to the rights of the city and county of Hono- 
lulu on such assessments so assumed. 


“Section 1793B. The city and county of Honolulu shall 
pay out of general revenues, including any permanent improve- 
ment fund, the entire cost of engineering, incidentals and in- 
spection, shall also pay the cost assessable against the frontage 
or frontages of any adjoining or cross street or the area common 
to both streets at the intersection of any cross street or one-half 
the area opposite the intersection of any adjoining street, and 
further shall appropriate out of the general revenue an amount 
of money equal to 33 1-3 per centum of the total cost of general 
improvements, (excluding engineering, incidentals and inspec- 
tion and the cost of new curbing), upon all main or general thor- 
oughfares, as hereafter defined, and upon all other streets or 
highways, except where improvements are initiated under sec- 
tion 1797. A main or general thoroughfare within the meaning 
hereof shall be any street or highway as is subjected to more 
than ordinary traffic and travel by the general publie or which 
serves.as a generally necessary connecting thoroughfare between 
substantially different or naturally separated localities or sec- 
tions of Honolulu. 

“And further, the board of supervisors whenever in their 
judgment, the interest of the city and county will be best served 
and to protect such city and county from claims for damages 
from surface waters, may provide for the collection and disposi- 
tion of storm waters by proceedings independent of an improve- 
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ment district or frontage improvement or may make such a 
matter a part of any such proceedings, pay the whole or such 
part of the cost thereof out of general revenues, including any 
permanent improvement fund, or if the same is conducted in 
connection with any improvement district or any frontage im- 
provement may assess any part or the whole thereof as part of 
the cost of said improvement district or frontage improvement, 
according to the benefits arising therefrom and in the manner 
provided for apportioning assessments for general improvements. 
And it shall be lawful for the city and county of Honolulu to 
assume and pay out of general revenues all or any part of the 
cost of acquiring any new land required for any such improve- 
ment. 

“And provided further that nothing herein shall prevent the 
city and county, through its proper officials, from compelling 
abutting property owners at their own expense to construct, 
maintain and repair sidewalks and curbs in front of the abut- 
ting property under any statute or ordinance now existing or 
hereafter to be promulgated.” 


Section 8. Section 1809 of the Revised Laws of Hawaii, 
1915, is hereby amended to read as follows: 


“Section 1809. Improvement bonds authorized. In the 
event of an election to pay all or any part of any such special 
assessment in installments, the amount required for immediate 
use to pay the eontract price of such improvement, or the in- 
stallments thereof from time to time as they fall due may be 
advanced out of any funds available in the general fund or the 
permanent improvement fund, provided that as soon as prac- 
ticable the amounts so necessary shall be secured, and repaid if 
advanees have been made, by the issuance of sufficient district 
improvement bonds of the city and county of Honolulu to raise 
such required amount or amounts. Such bonds shall be in such 
form as may be preseribed by the supervisors, shall bear the 
name of the benefited or improved district, shall be payable to 
bearer in a suffieient period of years to cover the outstanding 
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installment payments determined upon pursuant to the provi- 
sions of sections 1793-1813, and shall be subject to call as here- 
inafter provided. The bonds of each issue shall bear serial 
numbers, shall be of such denomination, not exceeding one 
thousand dollars each, as may be determined by the supervisors, 
and shall bear interest at the rate of not more than six per 
cent per annum, payable semi-annually, as may be determined . 
by the supervisors. 

“Such bonds shall be executed by the treasurer and issued 
pursuant to and under the authority and requirements of reso- 
lutions of the supervisors. Said bonds shall be countersigned 
by the mayor and attested by the clerk and by the seal of the 
city and county. Interest coupons shall bear a lithographed or 
engraved facsimile of the signature of the county treasurer. 
The treasurer shall preserve a record of such bonds in a suitable 
book kept for that purpose. Such bonds shall be payable only 
out of the moneys collected on account of assessments made for 
the improvement for which they are issued and the city and 
county shall not otherwise guarantee payment of any bonds 
issued under the provisions of sections 1793-1813; provided, 
however, that interest payments may be advanced by the board 
out of any moneys available in the general fund. 

“All moneys collected on account of assessments and interest 
for any improvement after the issuance of any bonds shall be 
kept by the treasurer of the city and county in a special fund 
and applied solely to the payment of interest and principal of 
the bonds issued for such improvement until all such bonds 
shall have been paid. In the event that any surplus shall re- 
main in any such special fund after payment of the bonds 
chargeable against such fund it shall be credited to and become a 
part of the general revenues of the city and county. 

“The principal and interest of such bonds shall be payable at 
the office of the treasurer of the city and county of Honolulu 
and may also be made payable at the office of any bank or fidu- 
ciary company in such other place or places as may be deter- 
mined by the supervisors. In all cases the bonds and coupons 
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shall recite the place or places of payment. In case any bonds 
are made payable elsewhere than in Honolulu, the treasurer 
shall remit the funds necessary to pay the interest and princi- 
pal, when due, of any such bonds, with exchange, to the institu- 
tion so designated, first assuring himself that such institution 
is then solvent. 

“Bonds so issued may be used by the supervisors at par at 
the time of final acceptance of the contract to pay wholly or in 
part the contract price of any improvement made as aforesaid, 
or, in the event that such bonds are not so used, they shall then 
be sold to the highest bidder or bidders therefor, after public 
advertisement for tenders for at least once each week for not 
less than two successive weeks in a suitable newspaper of general 
cireulation published in the city and county of Honolulu, and 
the proceeds thereof shall be so applied ; provided, however, that 
in the event at an advertised sale only part of such issue so 
advertised be bid for, thereafter, the board may authorize the 
treasurer by resolution requiring one reading for adoption to 
sell the whole or any part of the remainder of such issue at the 
highest bid so received to any person or persons, firm or corpo- 
ration, at private sale. In the event no purchaser is found, the 
city and county may be the purchaser of any such bonds, using 
any funds available and unspent." 


Section 4. This Act shall take effect on approval.
